PALM BEACH, Fla., Dec. 24 
—TIhe Kennedy Administration 
does not plan now to seek en- 
actment of major civil rights 
legislation by Congress next 
year, the Post-Dispatch was told 

today. 

Despite inclusion of a far- 
reaching civil rights plank in the 
Democratic platform and strong 
expressions of support for the 
platform by President-elect John 
F. Kennedy, sources high in the 
incoming Administration predict- 
ed there would be no strong 
e.iort to write significant new 
lezislation in this field in 1961. 

They said any action taken is 
expected to be in the form of 
stronger enforcement of existing 
civil rights statutes or executive 
orders based on constitutional 
powers or laws already in force. 

Broad Study Begun. 
At the same time, it has been 


learned that Robert F. Kennedy, | 


who will be Attorney General in 

his brother’s Cabinet, has ini- 

tiated a broad: study of the field 

of civil rights. Its immediate

sources familiar with the plans 
of e Ke Administration 
said its first objective will be to 
steer through Congress a social 
W program to which the 
President-elect is committed. 

To move for civil-rights legis- 
Jation would arouse Southern an- 
ger and might threaten the en- 
tire legislative program. 

Kennedy aids said flatly there 
has been no “deal” with South- 
ern members of Congress where- 
by a drive for a new civil-rights 
statute would be put off in re- 
turn for Southern support of so- 
cial-welfare proposals. 

Their position is that it makes 
sense to set to work at once in 
the social-welfare field. Hear- 
ings on most of these measures 
have been held previously, and 
it should be possible to get them 
to a vote quickly. 

Powers Already Available. 

Furthermore, they said there 
is plenty that can be accom- 
plished in the civil- rights field | 
without enacting a new law. As s | 
an example, they pointed out! 
that by executive order the| 
President can assure equal job 
opportunities and end racial dis- 
crimination throughout federal | 
services, institutions and on jo s | 
carried out under Government 
contracts. | 

They said the President could 
act also to end discrimination in 
f-deral housing programs, in- 
c ng federally assisted hous- 
in’. 

In addiion, they pointed out 
that the Federal Government’s | 
hand has been strengthened by 
the civil rights law enacted this 
year, dealing principally with 
protection of voting rights.

BETHLEHEM, Dec. 24 (AP)— 
Bethlehem embraced Christmas 
eve with cheerful fervor today 
and prepared to observe the na- 
tivity of Christ. 

Bells pealed, bands played and 
carols echoed across the little 
Manger square, 
about 12,000 persons—tourists 
and Jordanians. 

Candles lighted a nearby grotto 
for Bethlehem’s ‘ancient and 
splendid re-enactment of Jesus 
Christ’s birth. 

13-Mile Procession. 

Outside the Church of the Na- 
tivity, the hilltop town of 20,000 
sparkled with sun and color 
while the jostling throng strained 
to see the first of the Christmas 
services. This was the entry of 
the Latin patriarch after his an- 
nual procession along 13 winding 
miles from Jerusalem. 

Like Bethlehem itself, they 
were mixtures of East and West. 
A Jordan Legion band and a bag- 
pipe corps marched and played 
numbers ranging from ‘‘Dixie’’ 
to “‘O Come Ail Ye Faithful.” 

At 1:30 p.m., bells atop the 
Church of the Nativity bonged 
and five mounted policemen 
with lances raised aloft pranced 
into the square to herald the 
coming of Patriarch Alberto 
Gori and his priestly train, in- 
cluding canons from the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre in Jerusa- 
lem. 

At the office of Mayor sisi, we 
Musallam the Patriarch donned 
a great cape of ermine and a 
red tri-cornered biretta.

They provided the big stories 
in sports in 1960. It was a ban- 
ner 12 months for sports—one 
that gave promise that the 
“Soaring 60s" may be the best 
decade in sports history, surpass- 
ing even the ‘‘Golden 20s.”’ 

There were record highs at the 
box office—the thing that counts 
most in judging whether sports 
has had a successful year. The 
days of ‘‘sports for sports sake’’ 
long ago left the American scene. 

Expansion was the keynote and 
even Major League baseball got 
into the act. 

Franchises Granted. 

The American League decided 
to expand to 10 teams in 1961, 
granting new franchises to Los 
Angeles and Washington. The 
Washington franchise became va- 
cant when the Senators trans- 
ferred to Minneapolis-St. Paul, 
looking for greener pastures. 


The AL’s action came after 


the National League granted 
franchises to Houston and New 
York to become effective with 
the 1962 season. 

There was a lot of dickering 
before the American League ex- 
pansion program finally became 
an actuality. Outside of the 
league the feeling is general that 
the so-called junior circuit moved 
too fast, that the new ball clubs 
will long be the doormats of the 
league and that the new grounds 


may not be too fertile after a 
few losing seasons. 

But over the opposition of 
Commissioner Ford Frick and 
baseball’s gold-hungry owner 
Walter O'Malley, the expansion 
project: finally went through. 


That expansion program killed 
the projected third Major League 
—the Continental —which had 
been scheduled to begin opera- 
tions in 1961. 

Other sports moved into the 
expansidMypicture. The National 
oe nO Football League 
granted an 11th franchise to Dal- 
las for the 1960 season and next 
year will expand to Minneapolis. 

New Football League. 

Another major pro football 
league came into being — the 
American Football League. It 
was a disastrous season for the 
new league financtally, but the 
club owners generally are load- 
ed and expected to go into the 


red for the first few years at} 


least. 

The National Basketball Asso- 
ciation voted new franchises at 
Pittsburgh and Chicago after 
transferring its Minneapolis. club 
to Los Angeles. And a new pro 
basketball league, the American, 
began to take shape with teams 
projected to operate in Los An- 
geles, Pittsburgh, Washington, 
Kansas City, Cleveland, Chicago 
and Honolulu next season. 

At year's end the National 
Hockey League also was con- 
sidering expansion, perhaps to 
the west coast. 

Internationally, in amateur 
sports, it was all Russia. The 
red-clad athletes of the Soviets 
ran away with both the Winter 
Olympic games at Squaw Valley 
and the Summer Olympics in 
Rome. The United States, its 
speed skating team rocked with 
dissension, finished third in the 
unofficial team championship in 
the Winter games and was a lag- 
ging runner-up to Russia in the 
Summer athletic carnival. 

For individual honors, it was 
a toss-up between Patterson and 
Palmer. 

First To Regain Title. 

Patterson became the first 
heavyweight in history to regain 
the world heavyweight boxing 
championship and Palmer be- 
came the greatest money winner 
in golfing history.

We Make Our Own Image 


I read with a great deal of in- 
terest your reprint from the Kansas 
City Star on how foreign visitors 
are mistreated in the Midwest be- 
cause of ‘‘American racial discrimi- 
nation.” With the many problems 
we face with Africa, Asia and ln- 
dia, one has to reflect on ‘“Why.” 
What do we do to give so many 
foreign visitors the wrong impres- 
sion of our country? 

In this troubled world of today, 
I think back to an incident which 
occurred in 1947 in a large mid- 
western city (not St. Louis). Upon 
coming out of the Air Corps, I 
was engaged in the foreign adver- 
tising field, and part of my duty 
was to meet visitors from overseas 
who wanted to purchase American 
machinery and products, and intro- 
duce them to American suppliers. 

The incident that best typifies our 
problem was my meeting a dis- 
tinguished engineer and represen- 
tative of the government of Paki- 
stan. I had made our hotel reser- 
vations at one of the efty’s leading 
hotels prior to meeting the small, 
olive-complexioned, charming In- 
dian at the railroad station. Whef~ 
I took him to the hotel I was told 
there was an error and they could 
not accommodate him. The crux 
of the problem was that his ap- 
pearance disturbed the hotel man- 
agement. The irony of it all was, 
this occurred during ‘“‘World Trade 
Week.” Incidentally, this man was 
refused admission to three of the 
other leading hotels, and I finally 
secured accommodations in a less 
fashionable hotel. 

On our first call, an officer of 
one of the leading companies start- 
ed to explain the workings of an 
industrial piece of machinery as 
if he were explaining it to a child, 
without even attempting to learn 
that this man was a graduate en- 
gineer of Oxford. 

Undoubtedly this only touches on 
part of the problem, but I am sure 
comparable incidents have hap- 
pened that tend to spread an un- 
favorable image of America to their 
fellow countrymen back home. It 
is incidents of this type that have 
perhaps influenced the thinking of 
some of Ahe leaders of the nations 
in Africa, India and other parts of 
the world who must now vote on is- 
sues in the United Nations that 
will affect our future. 

A favorable image of America 
must be created not only abroad 
but here at home. J. L. H.

The Cloud andthe Star 


In Moscow the snow lay thick and even. 
Still falling steadily, silently, softly, it veiled 
the dark mass of the onion-domed cathedral. 
It was pierced, however, by the light from a 
Kremlin window. Khrushchev was broad- 
casting. 

“The Soviet Union believes in peaceful 
co-existence,” he was saying. “But it will 
not tolerate the colonial conspiracies of im- 
perialist war-makers. It denounces American 
spying and hypocritical fault-finding with 
Russian proposals for disarmament.” 

To men gazing out at the storm while listen- 
ing to the cadenced denunciations, the snow 
somehow gathered itself into the rising shape 
of the ominous mushroom cloud. 

In Washington a steady rain was falling, 
polishing asphalt to the sheen of ebony. But 
its penetrating, fever-breeding chill was not 
abated by the red and green neon of the 
Christmas trees. There was broadcasting 
over the American networks, too. 

“The United States is a peace-loving na- 
tion,” the commentators were saying more or 
less simultaneously. “The President has em- 
phasized this again. He said this country 
wants disarmament, especially nuclear dis- 
armament. But we are frustrated by atheistic 
Communists. So he promised our NATO 
allies that American nuclear weapons are 
ready for their defense in case of aggression.” 

To those at windows while listening to the 
staccato rhythms of the broadcasters, the 
rain seemed to form itself strangely into the 
mushroom shape of the dreaded cloud.

In London yellow-gray fog crept on catsfeet 
through the rebuilt Georgian streets, threat- 
ening to enshroud the lighted window of 
No. 10 Downing Street where the Prime 
Minister was at a microphone. 

“Britain ardently desires peace,” he was 
saying, “but if there is to be peace, we and 
our allies must look to the defense of the 
West. Therefore, Her Majesty’s Government 
is making available an anchorage for the 
new Polaris submarines.” 

His tone was as sincere, as righteous as 
that of the other ether-borne voices. Yet to 
those who heard, his words seemed to be 
shaping the fog into the terrifying cloud. 

Across the Channel, Paris was overcast. 
Modern floodlights played feebly on medieval 
Notre Dame. Street lamps, symmetrically 
ranked, marched across the Seine bridge and 
the Place de la Concorde — the Place of 
Peace —to the Presidential Palace. There, 
too, the microphone was turned on. 

“It is the glorious destiny of France to 
live in peace with all nations,” said the Gen- 
eral. “But French armies must be under 
French generals, and they must have weapons 
equal to those of their foes and their friends. 
Vive la France!” 

Algerians with green and white rebel- 
banners might wonder what Frenchmen 
meant by peace. Yet others than Algerians 
paled as the river-borne reflections of the 
lamps on Czar Alexander’s bridge took on 
the contours of the cloud. 
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In capital after capital, statesmen seemed 
to be broadcasting the same speech. Even 
from Jerusalem came the hint—to use no 
stronger word — that little Israel might enter 
“the club” even before big China, the club 
whose symbol is the cloud. 

None of the speakers could fairly be called 
a bad man. It might be to say even 
that any one of them was too shortsighted 
to be aware of what may come of words re- 
peated too often. Each one regarded him- 
self as a realistic, prudent abhorrer of war. 
Perhaps greater clarity and boldness could 
be expected of none since each was a prisoner 
of fear, the fear which might unleash the 
universal doom of the cloud. 

Then for distraught listeners, a peal of 
bells rang out, and voices were heard singing 
in the streets. The radio picked up the bell- 
sounds, brazen and jubilant, silvery and gay, 
and the voices singing the angel-song: 


Glory on high... 
Peace to the world... 


From the streets and the loudspeakers also 

came the more earthly: 
God rest you merry, gentlemen... 

Everywhere the sky cleared. The cloud- 
shape vanished. And there appeared high 
over the world a bright star, the very bright- 
est star, the star promising peace to men of 
good will. Surely the statesmen also heard 
the carols and saw the star. So once again: 

Merry Christmas! 


Why Did Constellation Burn? 


It is to be hoped that the Navy is correct 
in its assumption that lessons may have been 
learned from the fire that took 47 lives and 
caused damage totaling $75,000,000 to the 
nearly-completed aircraft carrier Constella- 
tion. There were lessons that should have 
been learned long before the fire in the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard. That is apparent from 
the statements made by the New York City 
fire commissioner and some of his officers. 

They told of slipshod safety precautions and 
of scaffold planks that made the interior of 
the ship “like a regular lumber yard.” There 
also was the report of 42 small fires aboard 
the ship since construction began. Granted 
that small fires frequently start on ships 
under construction and that the Constella- 
tion’s fire fighting system had not been in- 
stalled, all this m have emphasized the 
necessity for emergency fire fighting appa- 
ratus and for safety precautions. The Navy 
board of inquiry should have no difficulty 
in arriving at a constructive program for pre- 
venting any similar disasters. 


Truman Fires at MacArthur 


Former President Truman’s memory again 
has proved unequal to his loquacity. He “re- 
vealed” on television a few days ago that 
Gen. MacArthur wanted to use atomic bombs 
in the Korean war. The general quickly coun- 
terattacked. “Completely false,” he said. 
Whereby Mr. Truman observed he had mere- 
ly expressed an opinion. He added, “You 
can believe anyone you want to.” 

The general seems to have the best of it 
in this latest turn of the Truman-MacArthur 
feud. There is no record of Gen. MacArthur 
advocating the use of atomic bombs. He did 
want to drop conventional bombs beyond the 
Yalu river in the belief he could win a clear 
victory by pursuing the enemy. Washington 
wanted to contain the war. The general was 
fired by Mr. Truman for insubordination. 

Perhaps Mr. Truman should speak from 
notes, or (perish the thought!) sometimes 
hold his peace. At any rate he would per- 


form a public service by avoiding the sub 
ject of his relations with the general, even 
in answer to a question (as happened in this 
case). He can have every confidence that 
history will treat him well in this regard. 


A Lobbyist for All 

Perhaps not many Americans were aware, 
as they went through the routine of holiday 
shopping and bill-paying, that the actions or 
inactions of seven federal agencies had an 
effect on their pocketbooks in the amount 
of millions of dollars. Last October, Presi- 
dent-elect Kennedy said, “The consumer is 
the only man in our economy without a high- 
powered lobby in Washington. I intend to 
be that lobbyist.” 


Mr. Kennedy was thinking of agencies 
which regulate prices and rates and ways of 
doing business in commerce, travel, labor 
relations, securities, power and gas, adver- 
tising and radio and television. During the 
Eisenhower Administration some of these 
bodies were touched by scandal; worse, they 
seemed to become more subservient to the 
interests they were meant to regulate. 

What can~Lobbyist Kennedy do for the 
consumer? An outline of the answers is indi- 
cated by recent Senate Judiciary subcommit- 
tee hearings under Senator Carroll of Colo- 
rado. The committee also heard from James 
M. Landis, Mr. Kennedy’s special adviser on 
this “fourth branch” of government. 

First, Senator Carroll and Mr. Landis ad- 
vise, and Mr. Kennedy certainly will request, 
a single code on conflicts of interest. Each 
separate regulatory agency has so far be- 
haved according to its own standards, with 
inconsistent and ineffective results. One code 
should apply to all. It should forbid giving 
or acceptance of gifts and favors but, beyond 
that, the code ought to define acceptable 
limits for contacts between the regulators 
and the regulated. 

Second, most students of these agencies 
agree that federal commercial law and pro- 
cedures should be overhauled. Cases some- 
times are decided years after they arise; the 
Federal Power Commission alone has a back- 
log of 3000 gas rate cases. The delay and 
cost of such procedures often are major 
obstacles to regulation in the public interest. 
Writing new charters for the agencies, how- 
ever, may require several years. 

Finally, Mr. Landis has emphasized the 
need for better regulators. Energetic, honest 
and capable men could do much to turn 
lethargic commissions into vigorous guard- 
ians of the public interest. Fortunately the 
presidential appointment power offers the 
speediest potential for reform. The next 
Ppesident can name 11 of the 43 members 
of the seven agencies when he takes office. 
Within two years he will be able to put a 
new majority on most of the commissions. 

Thus the consumers’ hopes for their own 
lobbyist eventually rest with the man who 
promised to be one—the President-elect. 


Bus Fares Going Up 


The $1,169,000 fare increase granted Pub- 
lic Service Co. is a stinging reminder that a 
decision on public ownership is long over- 
due. It. also is a measure of the cost of further 
delay in taking that step. 

Transit is a sick business. It has no real 
prospect of recovery so long as income must 
meet the tax demands of local, state and 
federal governments and the dividend re- 
quirements of stockholders. This amounts to 
about 5 cents in every quarter dropped into 
the fare box. 

If transit were publicly owned, tax and 
dividend revenues would be available for 
improving service, which in our judgment 
is the only hope of providing the patient 
with the means to a cure. Certainly increas- 
ing fares won’t accomplish anything worth 
while. This is the thirteenth postwar rise 
granted Public Service Co. Not one of the 
earlier boosts has provided more than tem- 
porary relief. For as fares have climbed 
from a dime to 25 cents riders have fled the 
system in droves. Two out of every three 
patrons who rode the bus 15 years ago have 
quit for the private automobile, a hard com- 
petitor indeed. 

Mayor Tucker’s bill for a Charter amend- 
ment leading to public ownership is gather- 
ing dust in the Board of Aldermen. It de- 
serves to be brought to the floor for debate, 
for a vote and, in our judgment, adoption. 
But in any event it ought to be dealt with 
one way or the other, and soon. 

For if the Aldermen won’t act then the 
Bi-State Agency, before whom a public own- 
ership proposal also is under study, will be 
expected to fill the vacuum. A sick transit 
business is far too important to the whole 
community to be ignored in the vain hope 
it can cure itself. It can’t, as the history of 
the last 15 years clearly demonstrates. 


Ducks and Bristles 


The United States embargo on goods made 
in Red China and on “Chinese-type articles” 
(including human hair) has curiouser and 
curiouser effects. The merchandise is avail- 
able in the British crown colony of Hong 
Kong but citizens of the United States cannot 
take it home. They can, however, import 
similar merchandise if they can furnish proof 
it was made in Hong Kong. 

Serious questions arise. Ducks are im- 
ported from Communist China into Hong 
Kong. Do eggs laid in Hong Kong come un- 
der the restrictions of our Foreign Assets 
Control law? Yes, because it is too difficult 
to keep track of where they ate laid. Can 
feathers from ducks from these eggs be 
brought into the United States? No, because 
it is too difficult to segregate Hong Kong 
and Red China ducks. 

For years Hong Kong has been desperately 
short of water. The local government is 
building a pipeline from nearby China. The 
Red Chinese water will be “co-mingled” with 
non-Communist water stored in Hong Kong 
reservoirs. Question: Can United States naval 
vessels, which frequently take on supplies in 
Hong Kong, use this contaminated water? 

The regulations are breached regularly in 
small ways. Every American tourist eats 
embargoed food. Tourists may buy objects 
painted with material that incorporates Com- 
munist tung oil.and is applied with brushes 
made of Communist pig bristles. 

All these regulations proceed from the 
total embargo declared by President Truman 
just 10 years ago. Whether they have 
achieved their purpose of inhibiting the Chi- 
nese economy, or whether they have simply 
forced the Chinese to find other markets, is 
not quite clear, It is a matter the new Admin- 
stration might study with profit.

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Story of a Christmas Folk Song 


And Why Christmas Had Twelve Days, With An Assortment of Gifts for Each

Christmas hasn’t always fallen on 
Christmas day. At least, not on, our 
Christmas day. For centuries in Eng- 
land it was celebrated on Epiphany, 
Jan. 6. And it was celebrated without 
benefit of the Christmas tree, a cus- 
tom imported from Germany, or Santa 
Claus, a legacy from the Lowlands. 


In the fifth century the date of 
Christ’s birth was officially fixed as 
Dec. 25, but tradi- 
tional observance 
of the Epiphany 
date continued in 
many countries. 
As late as_ the 
middie ages, in 
“Cherry Tree 
Carol,” Jesus was 
represented as singing:

“The sixth day of January 

My birthday will be 

When the stars in the element 
Shall twinkle with glee... .” 


Few of the folk were willing to give 
up their Jan. 6 celebration. They kept 
instead two holidays, or rather one 
long celebration starting Dec. 25, the 
official date, and lasting until Jan. 6, 
the traditional day, sometimes known 
as “‘Old Christmas.”’ 


In the early songs celebrating the 
12 days of Christmas, a religious spirit 
prevailed. One carol, in the fifteenth 
century, began: 


“The first day of Yule have we 
in mind. 

How God was born of our kind, 

For He the bonds would unbind, 

Of all our sin and wickedness. 


“The second day we sing of 
Stephen, 

That stoned and stayed up even, 

To God that he saw in heaven, 

And crowned was he for his 
prowess.” 


But the holy days were also holi- 
days. Influenced possibly by the 
Roman Saturnalia, there were intri- 


cate and exciting revels presided over 
by a “Lord of Misrule.”” This “‘lord’’ 
arranged entertainments, inflicted pen- 
alties, and was, in general, the spirit 
of anarchy. As the celebrations be- 
came more secular, so did the songs. 

Instead of singing of deeds, as in 
the early version, the later songs cele- 
brated gifts. Actually the song is a 
test of memory—a game, which proves 
the singer’s ability to recall such dis- 
parate gifts as ‘“‘two calling birds’’ 
and “10 ladies dancing.” In some 
versions the gifts are tongue twisters 
as well, like the ‘“‘seven silly Surrey 
swans.” 

Traditional usage has distorted some 


of the original lyricg.in strange ways. 
The old British nursery rhyme, “‘A 
Pie Sat on a Pear Tree,” is probably 
the original of that rare gift, ‘‘a par- 
tridge in a pear tree.”’ 

The gifte have varied from century 
to century, from singer to singer. One 
king sent his lady on the first Yule 
day one popingo-aye. That’s a pea- 
cock, a queer gift by any name. One 
lady received from her swain “three 
goldspinks.’’” And some enterprising 

. gallant forwarded “12 bulls a-roaring, 
ll bears a-baiting” and a remarkable 
collection of memorabilia which in- 
cluded “a part of a juniper tree.” 

Despite the words of the song, those 


who sang it saved their gifts for a 
gala one-day presentation. This took 
place on the last of the 12 days— 
Epiphany—or ‘‘Twelfth Night.” The 
other 11 days were saved for house 
cleaning, carol singing from house to 
house, visiting old friends, and watch- 
ing nightly for one especially bright 
star. 

In secluded parts of America, where 
the old British influence is still 
strong, where they speak long forgot- 
ten phrases of Elizabethan English, 
the 12 days still are celebrated. For 
these people, the old song has special 
meaning. But no one takes it literally. 


There have been feeble attempts by 
tradesmen and perfume merchants to 
follow the example of the song, ‘“The 
Twelve Days,” and foster a 12-day 
exchange of gifts. Happily, their ef- 
forts have met with little enthusiasm, 
and we continue to face the New Year 
with only one day’s accumulation 
of unbearable neckties, unspeakable 
gadgets, and uncomfortable slippers. 
But, of course, we still have the song, 
which is a glorious gift indeed: 


On the first day of Christmas, 
my true love sent to me 

A partridge in a pear tree. 

On the second day of Christmas, 
my true love sent to me 

Two turtle doves and a partridge 
in a pear tree. 

On the third day of Christmas, 
my true love sent to me 

Three French hens, two turtle 
doves and 

A partridge in a pear tree. 


And so on to: 


On the twelfth day of Christmas, 
my true love sent to me 

Twelve lords a-leaping, eleven 
ladies dancing, 
Ten pipers piping, nine 
drummers drumming, . 
Eight maids a-milking, seven 
swans a-swimming, 

Six geese a-laying, five 
gold rings, 

Four colly birds, three French 
hens, 

Two turtle doves, and 

A partridge in a pear tree.

There is alco the great differ- 
ence in standard oj living be- 
tween the local population witl 
ta income of $182 in 
1959 and the occupying forces. 
There is a difference in lan- 
guage, race, customs and dress. 


FOR MANY YEARS after 
Okinawa was conquered by the 
United States in 1945 and occu- 
pied as a base in the Far Paci- 
fic, the Okinawan people got 
short shrift from the occupying 
forces and the military gover- 
nor. During the past three or 
four years it became evident 
that our relations with the Ryuk- 
yuans would have to be im- 
proved, or the Unitcd States 
civil government would find it- 
self opposed by an underground 
movement that, combined with 
agitation by left-leaning parties 
in Japan, would make our posi- 
tion there difficult, if not un- 
tenable. 

It is only during the last year 
and one-half or two years that a 
full-scale effort has been made, 


under the sponsorship of the re- 


tiring high commissioner, Lt, 
Gen, Donaid P. Booth, to create 
an understanding among the Oki- 
nawans of what the United States 
is doing.for them. It had not 
been inactive in good works be- 
fore, but they were carried out 
as a routine. 

The Christmas season this 
year will see an outpouring of 
goodwill by the Americans away 
from home on the tropical island. 
As is the case all over the world 
where American soldiers, sailors 
and airmen are away from 
home, their affections are poured 
out in Christmas parties for chil- 
dren. Santa Claus —and he will 


'be seen by most Okinawan chil- 


dren this Christmas — does not 
have much meaning to Oriental 
children. The things that come 
with Santa—presents, candy, soft 
drinks, affection, attention and a 
big dinner—do. 

All the orphanages in Okinawa 
are sponsored by various mili- 
tary organizations and they are 
not lacking in festivity. Whole 
villages have been adopted by 
units to make sure that no one 
is hungry in the holiday season. 
The Shriners in the armed forces 
have worked hard to help crip- 
pled children. 


THE AMERICAN wives have 
collected 


$1000 for the needy 
families in their areas and have 
collected and repaired thousands 
of toys. The Ryukyuan-American 
Welfare Council collected $1700 
in November and announced that 
$1000 had been pledged for 
Christmas projects under Oper- 
ation Good Neighbor. 

A Community Chest sponsored 
by Americans is in operation. 

These organized and individual 
efforts are significant of the 
spirit of the Americans, but do 
not bulk large in monetary 
terms.

When the ffirst 
ocean freighter, the 5200-ton 
Kyuyo Maru, made its first 
voyage to the United States, the 
affair was made into a national 
celebration.

VLADIMIR NABOKOV has cre- 
ated an older Lolita in Margot Peters, 
the femme fatale who ruins two men and 
herself in the sixteenth year of her life. 
Margot is the central character in 
“Laughter in the Dark,” a novel written 
in English and one that refers, presum- 
ably, to the laughter of the gods, since 
nothing in its contents could stir the least 
merriment in a normal human being. 


Margot, a pretty girl born to humble 
parents in Berlin, decides quite early that 
she can promote an interesting and lux- 
urious life for herself only by manipulat- 
ing the emotions of men. Ironically 
enough, she plays the part of a victim 
in her first adventure. A wandering artist 
of doubtful character named Rex Axel 
takes her in tow, leads her through a 
brief period of excitement and thén leaves 
her abruptly. As is afterward disclosed, 
Rex deserts Margot because he is getting 
fond of her. 


Albinus is in a different category. He 
is a rich, middle-aged art connoisseur 
with many connections and a stable do- 
mestic life that seems to satisfy him-com- 
pletely. His wife Elizabeth is pleasant, 
frivolous but devoted. His young daugh- 
ter Irma is a beautiful child and the 
object of her father’s doting affection. 
But despite his status as a solid, pre- 
dictable member of bourgeois society 
Albinus feels a hot flush of yearning when 
he first glimpses the swaying form of a 
young usher as she is steering him to 
his seat in a moving picture theater. 
ALBINUS takes his first step toward 
destruction by returning to the theater 
many times and by so placing himself 
that he will come to the same usher’s 
notice. For awhile he is certain that he 
will never work up enough courage to 
make a pick-up. He needn’t have worried. 
Margot, the usher in question, has sized 
up the situation and before Albinus has 
really reached a decision, makes the first 
mceve herself. 

Margot is duly installed in a flat of 
her own which Albinus visits at his con- 
venience. Margot’s plans for herself are 
much more ambitious. She is determined 
first of all to disengace Albinus from his

SARA TEASDALE: A BIOCRAPHY, 
by Margaret Haley Carpenter.

AROUND 1900 American verse had 
sunk so low it deserved the contempt in 
which it was generally held. It had nothing 
to do with life. It was coined by effete and 
cesultory amateurs. Its sentimentality 
and slovenly diction abetted the general 
Gelusion that words count less than sticks 
and stones, that a poem is a less potent 
coin than a vote or a dollar. 

But within 15 years a new generation 
had brought the sick muse back to life. 
Books of poetry made the best-seller lists 
and aroused violent debates. The power 
of a poem to shape a nation, swing it into 
the main current of world culture, and 
make it lead the hearts of other nations 
into its vector, had been asserted more 
emphatically than ever before. 


Sara Teasdale, native St. Louisan, pub- 
lished her first poem in Reedy’s Mirror 
in 1906 and won what amounted to the 
first Pulitzer prize in poetry in 1918, the 
year before that award was formally cre- 
ated. She was a member of the tnner 
circle of those who conceived and deliv- 
ered the reincarnate American verse. 

Although the daughter of a proud and 
typically conservative St. Louis business 
family, she earned the respect of all con- 
temporary poets for her craftsmanship, 
and their acceptance as one of the first 
true professionals. Long before Eliot, 
Pound, Tate and other poet-critics had es- 
tablished a rigorous standard, Miss Teas- 
dale had been following in the footsteps 
of Emily Dickinson to the extent that she 
was a lonely journeyman bound to an 
exactine craft, And yet the ‘qualities both 
were seeking—barest simplicity, clarity, 


tidy end rimes, and symmetry—were to- 


tally at odds with prevailing aims. 


SHE CALLED her poems songs and 
prized melody rather than ideas or im- 
ages. She was a lyric romanticist. She 
was unashamed of hypochondria and self- 
pity.

thereof,” and of death, with which she 
could never come to terms either. While 
other poets addressed themselves to the 
harsh realities of modern life, she pre- 
ferred fantasy. Yet the fact ‘remains that 
she won and held a public (she st'll does), 
and was capable of stirring her readers 
where others often simply puzzled theirs. 

The causes of this anomaly are not dis- 
cussed in Margaret Carpenter’s bicgra- 
phy, for she is unaware that any problem 
exists, Miss Carpenter takes it for grant- 
ed that she is dealing with a great poet 
(an assumption I need not dispute here), 
and assumes we are interested in the 
most trivial details of Miss Teasdale’s in- 
terminable girlhood and its projection into 
her marriage with a St. Louis business 
man. Fortunately she also has more 
promising material at her disposal. 

The twenty-year love affair between 
Sara Teasdale and Vachel Lindsay, 
which did not admit impediment when 
they married others but persisted in its 
tortuous course through the mails until 
both had committed suicide, is recounted 
on the basis of new documentary sources. 
Miss Carpenter was given the run of a

aid, manages to install himself in the 
new Albinus household as a certified 
friend of the family. Actually he has 
reinstated himself as Margot’s lover 
largely because the situation amuses him 
and he foresees the possibility of gather- 
ing in most of Albinus’s wealth. 


Before this can happen Albinus learns 
the truth. The scenes of violence, in- 
dignity and spiritual desolation that follow 
have a certain classic fatality; but as 
there is no bigness of scale in this situa- 
tion it is hardly tragic. It is not even 
pathetic. 

Margot and Rex are adventurers seek- 
ing plunder. Albinus merely wants to 
keep a mistress in the traditional way 
but without denying himself the comfort 
and respectability of a conventional domi- 
cile. Nobody loves anybody. Nobody 
feels even a flash of tenderness or com- 
passion. 

Nabokov seemingly regards Margot’s 
attraction for Albinus as a form of malig- 
nancy similar to a brain tumor but more 
destructive. If he had left it there it 
would have been a familiar situation, 
but he somehow suggests that an obses- 
sion with carnal love is one of the most 
insidious tiseases that affect mankind. 


HIS SURGICAL PROSE supports 
that inference. Mr. Ng#bokov’s main avo- 
cation is lepidoptegSlogy—the study of 
butterflies—and he Afransfixes his charac- 
ters in much the same way that he pins 
a butterfly to the board. His attitude to- 
ward their plight is cold and objective and 
when he is finished with his analysis he 
seems to have said: ‘‘And this, ladies and 
gentlemen, is what these so-called ‘ro- 
mances’ really amount to.” 

This unpleasant story is told in that 
precise and imaginative style that has 
distinguished all of Nebokov’s fictional 
writing. He has assimilated the American 
idiom and then given it a further turn 
and in that respect he has exploited the 
English language as one who has better 
seen its possibilities than many who have 
grown up with it. Here is a small ex- 
ample: ‘‘Margot, snale-like, shuffled off 
her black skin and, with nothing on but 
hish-heeled slippers, clicked up and down 
the room, eatine a sibilant peach, and 
stripes of sunshine crossed and recrossed 
her body.”

WHILE SHE HAS seen fit to write a 
popular book rather than a scholarly one, 
her story of the love affair between two 
pathologically reticent poets brings to light 
many Lindsay letters that will interest 
scholars.

THOUGH WELLS and Bennett still 
have their day as literary figures, one 
doubts whether most of those scraps of 
correspondence are worth the broad 
margins and hard boards with which the 
University of Illinois dignifies them. In 
his Introduction, Professor Wilson pleads 
for the two English writers as “‘men of 
infinite good will,” but their good will 
never lost the taint of the self-regarding. 
In the best of these letters, they claw 
one another’s back quite blatantly, Wells 
calling Bennett’s “‘Riceyman Steps” a 
“great book” in spite of its dull tundra 
stretches, and Bennett seeming to be un- 
aware of Wells’s insensitivities. By un-

Excellent Book 
About Mexico 
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MEXICO, by Erico Verissimo. Translated from the Portuguese 
by Linton Barrett. (The Orion Press, 343 pgs., $6.)

MEXICO IS A LAND that evokes the grandest hopes and 
the bitterest disappointments. Yet pervading the whole fabric 
of Mexican civilization is an all-consuming conviction of great- 
ness. No one leaves Mexico without a yearning to return. 
Perhaps the visitor must return because of an irresistible fasci- 
nation with the mistress of the Western Hemisphere. Perhaps 
it is a love affair, as with Erico Verissimo, one of Brazil's 
leading writers of today. ‘ 

Whatever the reason for the spell Mexico holds on the visitor, 
Senhor Verissimo points out in “Mexico,” that no foreigner 
ever really gets to know and understand thoroughly the enigma 
that is the Mexican nation. 

Baoks op Mexico ere frequent. Few are worth the reading 
for this very reason: Mexico remains a mystery to the outsider, 
and one suspects, is just as baffling to the native. But Senhor 
Verissimo’s account is one of the few really good looks at 
Mexico in recent years. 

Senhor Verissimo went to Mexico in 1955 during a period 
when he was living in Washington, D.C., as director of the 
départment of cultural affairs for the Pan American Union. 
Thus, he writes in part with a sympathy for the North American 
and an approach in some ways similar to that of the American 
venturing south of the border. Only—there is a difference. 

This Brazilian novelist has a feel for the Latin temperament. 
He is a poet by nature, inclined to observe events, places and 

le in a lyrical manner. Free from Anglo-Saxon stereotypes, 
pa Verissimo is a good interpreter of the Mexican spirit. 

The book is loosely cast as a travel account. But it is not 
a guide book. To be sure, cities and towns are explored—Mexico, 


‘ 


Taxco, Cuernavaca, Guanajuato, Queretaro, Oaxaca, Cholula, 
Puebla. But he limits his observations to the Mexico of ‘the 
central highlands, ‘‘the most Mexican’”’ area, as he sees it. He 
ignores the coastal areas, the Mexico of the south and Yucatan, 
the Mexico of the north and the border with the United States. 

But what is of more import: Senhor Verissimo probes 
the history and society of Mexico—and most importantly, the 
people of Mexico. The character of the Mexican is ever before 
you as you read Senhor Verissimo’s pages. 

TWO OF THE MOST INTERESTING PARTS of the book are 
long dialogues with the late Jose Vasconcelos, the distinguished 
educator and statesman, and David Alfaro Siqueiros, the famed 
muralist. These sections of the book will prove disquieting to 
many Americans—even many of those who have traveled to 
Mexico. For these dialogues display much of the thinking in 
the intellectual life of Mexico today. 

Vasconcelos may have’ become a religious fanatic in his final 
years, far from the revolutionary educator he once was, but 
his thinking reflects that of the majority of Mexico’s dynamic 
and great leaders today. 

Vasconcelos argues that American action at the time of the 
1910 Revolution led to the traitorous death of the Revolution’s 
leader Francisco Madero and his replacement by the rightist 
dictator Victoriano Huerta. It is an old argument—and unhappily 
is partly based on fact. Vasconcelos goes on from that point 
to criticize the United States rolé in Latin America today. It is 
extreme in its tone; but again it is clearly the reaction of the 
majority of Mexicans—and Latin Pedic rms | too. These passages 
command careful reading, 

If I could have my way, I would see that this book were read 
by every American going to Mexico—far superior to any guide- 
book even without the specifics. It probes the Mexican reality 
in a way that escapes all but a few of the 500,000 American 
tourists who yearly visit Mexico.

JUSTICE WILLIAM O. DOUGLAS of the United 
States Supreme Court is an indefatigable legal craftsman and 
upholder of individual rights. He also is an indefatigable out- 
doors man—an advocate of the strenuous life after the heart 
of Teddy Roosevelt, even if his politics are more akin to those 
of Franklin Roosevelt. Nor are these predilections unconnected. 
It must be during wilderness vacations that Justice Douglas 
re-creates -the spirit he brings to the bench. His latest book, 
however, was not written by the jurist and political philosopher 
but strictly by the outdoors man. 


There is a ready way of discovering a true affinity for 
Nature even in an angling novice on his first float down the 
Current. If he is genuine, he is interested in everything he sees. 
He asks questions. He does not enjoy trees, flowers and birds 
merely in a vague, poetic way. He notes differences between 
species. He wants to identify them. He is not content to 
recognize a duck, He insists on knowing just what variety of 
duck it is. 

Familiarity with this outdoors lore may come slow to a city 
man. After all, his occasions for getting to even a reasonable 
facsimile of wilderness generally are few and far between. 
But. Douglas grew up among the Western mountains. He knows 
his wilderness. And in this book, he is almost too precise in

MANY ARE THE TREASURES of German literature, 
but unfortunately they are fated to be sealed books for the 
average reader outside the German-speaking countries. This is 
deplorable because the great German writers of the 18th and 19th 
centuries were not only men with a message to the world, but 
also men of prophetic foresight. Even today, their works can 
be read and reread, and still will touch our hearts and stimulate 
our thinking. 

By some coincidence, we are now treated to an acquaintance- 
ship with two of Germany’s most distinguished poets, Kleist and 
Heine. Each of them, in his own way, represents the best in 
German thinking and dreaming. Greenberg did not stumble 
upon Kleist by accident. As the translator of Kafka’s Diaries, 
his attention was necessarily drawn to Kleist, because there is 
a strong spiritual relationship between the two, It should be 
added that this line goes back to Schiller who unquestfonably 
influenced Kleist more than any other writer. ’ 

The short stories by Kleist presented in this volume have one 
thing in common: Kleist’s prying into the human soul. He bares 
every niche of it, he opens its most secret compartments, he 
dissectsin an almost brutal manner—and then leaves the reader 
who has followed the story with mounting suspense, in a state 
of bewilderment. No answers are forthcoming from Kleist who, 
himself, knew how to ask the right questions but not to find the 
answers. .““You must realize that my heart is sick,’ Kleist said 
of himself. 


KLEIST ANTICIPATES FREUD. He was obsessed 
with the desire to penetrate the labyrinth of the human mind, 
and his forceful language enabled him to tell his stories in a 
most convincing manner. As Thomas Mann points out in a most 
valuable preface to the book, Kleist ‘‘could never make up his 
mind whether he was destined to be a poet and nothing but a 
poet.” He was engaged in a constant search for truth and per- 
fection, and yet had to realize that such goals cannot be attained. 

The best of all his stories, ‘‘Michael Kohlhaas,” which Mann 
calls ‘‘perhaps the strongest of all German stories,” is a breath- 
taking chronicle of an average horse dealer of moderate means 
who finds himself wronged by a junker, can find no redress 
in the courts, and finally decides to take the law into his own 
hands. 

In going after the junker, he burns down whole cities, kills 


describing its details. Yet only the lay, or amateur outdoors 
man would make much of this point. 

Douglas offers descriptions and recollections of a dozen— 

well, exactly eleven—Western wilderness areas. They run from 
the Brooks Range above Fort Yukon in northern Alaska to the 
High Sierra in California. The mountains of Washington, Oregon 
and Idaho, however, are his favorites. By good fortune, I have 
seen some of this territory from the quite comfortable vantage 
point of various airplanes. I am not one for scaling the heights 
on horseback, and it is better to see remote stretches of 
geography from the air than not to see them at all. By even 
better fortune, I have fished some of the more accessible 
waters of some of the areas. So I have come under their spell. 
Yet it would be impertinent to offer such marginal support 
to a scaler of the heights. 
THESE DESCRIPTIONS OF MOUNTAINS and 
meadows, rivers and lakes, flora and fauna speak for them- 
selves. No seconding voice is needed for the observations on 
ecology, and the thoughts which these induce. To an extent, 
an adventure into the wilderness is too personal to be vicariously 
shared. Yet the beauty. and the lesson of the wild country as 
set down in this book must come through clearly to even the 
most chair-bound reader. They emerge, for example, in these 
concluding lines of ‘‘My Wilderness.”’ 

“Then above me came the sweetest song I know. Audubon’s 
hermit thrush sang over and over again. Its music is to me 
a haunting melody. It means the Wallowas, and lengthening 
shadows, and a sanctuary that greedy men must never destroy.”

men and women, braves whole armies, and finally, at the inter- 
vention of Martin Luther himself, calms down sufficiently to 
hand the matter over to the courts again, with the result that he 
is indemnified for the two horses taken by the junker and, at the 
same time, sentenced to death for the crimes which he com- 
mitted in the name of justice. This is a story of such perfection 
as can be rarely found in the literature of any nation. 

NEXT TO GOETHE, Heine was undoubtedly the greatest 
of all German poets of all times. In the present volume, how- 
ever, we are not offered his poems but excerpts from his prose 
which also sang like his poems, sometimes soft and friendly, 
sometimes bellicose and revolutionary, and always penetrating. 

In a critical introduction, Werner explores the complex and 
often contradictory personality of the poet who during his life- 
time, and up to the present day, has been the center of con- 
troversy to an almost unbelievable degree. Up into the 1920s, 
he even was denied monuments in cities with which he was most 
intimately connected, such as Hamburg or Duesseldorf. And 
yet, while his enemies were foaming, and his defenders extolling 
him, the people recited his beautiful poems, or sang their lovely 
lieder versions by Schubert, Schumann or Brahms. And as long 
as poetry and music overwhelm our heart, Heine’s poems will 
be remembered and continue to transport us into another world. 

However, Heine was not only a poet who tried to interpret 
the beauty of this world. He was a visionary who anticipated 
the future. He was the first to look at the ugly side of everyday 
life. He lived during the time of the industrial revolution, he 
saw the misery and despair of the working masses, and threw 
himself into the fight: ‘I am the sword, I am the flame.’’ 

He loved Germany with all his might, and he exposed every- 

thing that was bad. He loved the people, but he hated the 
tyrants. He fought for democracy, for equality, for freedom of 
thought and, as a result, had to go into exile. He was hounded, 
banned, sentenced in absentia, censored, despised—and, again, 
loved, revered, acclaimed, admired. He was a man of great 
fortitude who, despite eight years of martyrdom on his sickbed, 
never lost his wit or his fighting spirit. 
ONE WORD about the translations. Kleist’s stories almost 
sound like their German originals. I would have very little 
quarrel with them. What better recommendation could a trans- 
lator receive? The Heine translations are somewhat variable in 
quality. Some of them capture the music of Heine’s prose, 
others seem rather dull. The translations of the poems which 
are contained in some of these writings, are wholly inadequate, 
and give only a hazy impression of the original. But Heine him- 
self once wrote that poetry could not be exported. ‘‘To be rightly 
esteemed it.needs to be enjoyed in the land of its birth, like 
certain tropical fruits.”

IN THIS VOLUME Saul Padover, one of the outstanding 
authorities on the early days of the Republic who has authored 
a score of books on the subject, offers a generous sampling 
of the letters, speeches and discourses of the men who made 
America. The aim of the selection is to, present in their own 
words the founding fathers’ basic ideas on freedom and self- 

government. 

Such .a collection by one well qualified to make it cannot 
help but have value. One can dip into it at any point and be 
sure to find nuggets of gold. To know the wisdom of the 
founding fathers, much of which is to be found in these pages, 
is the first step for anyone who wants to protect the Republic 
from the dangers that threaten it today. Many of the "adOtuments 
in this anthology are necessarily familiar, but Mr. Padover 
claims to have included some not previously published.

SPANISH BOOKS, like the Spanish people, often defy 
classification. ‘The Second Life of Captain Contreras” certainly 
does. It begins as a fantasy, a kind of Rip Van Winkle tale 
about a seventeenth-century Spanish soldier of fortune whose 
friends place him in a state of suspended animation to save 
him from the Inquisition. When he finally awakes he finds 
himself in twentieth century Spain. After recovering from the 
shock of his “rebirth,” he proceeds to imitate his namesake 

Don Quixote (both are named Alonzo) by roaming around the 

country enjoying all sorts of adventures. 

His high-speed trips over land, sea and in the air in our 
modern conveyances make him as happy as a child on a merry- 
go-round. Modern man’s ability to virtually annihilate time 
and space convinces him that we are close to the millenium. 

Eventually, however, his childish delight in our mechanical

IT’S ANINTERESTING QUESTION: Who comprise 
the Founding Fathers? Padover is more specific than most 
writers: he lists precisely 31, and it is from the writings of 
these 31 that he makes his selections. In his introduction, 
however, he says that 100 would be the approximate total num- 
ber of names of Founding Fathers who were most active and 
prominent in the fields of political organization, military affairs, 
diplomacy, etc. 

Some of his inclusions are disputable. “For instance, why 
include men who were opposed to the Constitution at the 
Convention and subsequently to its ratification; such as Luther 
Martin, Robert Yates and John Lansing, and also Elbridge 
Gerry? Gunning Bedford Jr., a lawyer who championed the 
rights of the small States, also seems to be a bit out of place 
in this distinguished company. 

And if John Hancock is included as a signer of the Declaration 
and because of his activity as a Revolutionary leader, why 
not the. redoubtable John Witherspoon, the fighting President 
of Princeton, and Charles Thompson, the dedicated Secretary 
of the Continental Congress who became known as the Sam 
Adams of Philadelphia? 

But these are small criticisms of a work that has so much 
obvious worth.

Avoiding ‘Softness’ in the Young 


Illinois Study Shows Strong Points

ON A HILLSIDE in Forest Park, 
just north of the bear pits, is a monument 
honoring the great Prussian physical cul- 
ture enthusiast, Friedrich Ludwig Jahn. 
Smarting from the defeats administered 
by Napoleon, Jahn sired a movement 
aimed at improving the morale and the 
physical and moral powers of his people 
through gymnastics. His outspoken demo- 
cratic spirit got him into trouble with 
Prussian officialdom, but he persisted 
and prevailed. The movement spread to 
this country in the nineteenth century. 
It was reflected, in St. Louis and other 
focal points of German immigration, in 
the Turnvereins. 

Jahn’s preachments do not cut much ice 

nowadays, what with the automobile and 
this modern age’s aversion to having 
anybody work up a sweat. We are prone 
to point to our impressive longevity sta- 
tistics, laugh off the whisky and cigarettes 
and soft living, and let. it go at that. 
However, there is evidence that a trend 
back toward Jahn may be afoot. One 
reason is the concern in the United States 
about statistical studies indicating that 
children of other nations score better than 
do American children in physical fitness 
tests. 
THE LATEST such study, published 
early this month by the American Asso- 
ciation for Health, Physical Education 
and Recreation, compared British boys 
and girls in various age brackets to our 
own hopefuls. It found the comparisons 
shocking and called for action. Mean- 
while British spokesmen found little com- 
fort. Besting the cotton-wooled American 
kids was no great triumph, they sug- 
gested. If Russian children had been 
included, both the British and American 
would have been outclassed. 

There is a healthy American distaste 
for the Spartan, totalitarian kind of regi- 
men that regards boys as cannon-fodder 
and girls as future child-bearers for the 
state. Moreover doctors, scornful of gen- 
eralities, are not prepared to concede any 
basic unfitness in American youth. But 


| there does seem to be an area ih which 
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improvement can be made through the 
schools, to the advantage of the child as 


an individual and without regard to mili- 
tary a ae Experts in physical edu- 
cation say they know what should be 
done. Some of them add, gloomily, that 
they doubt it will be done. 

Thomas Kirk Cureton, director of the 
Physical Fitness Research Laboratory at 
the University of Illinois, says that since 
1900 the American schools have gone over- 
board on games and abandoned the old 
Swedish - Danish-German emphasis on 
straightforward gymnasium work and ex- 
ercises designed to strengthen the body. 
Cureton is a consultant to the President's 
Council on Youth Fitness. He has trav- 
eled widely, and has had a great deal 
to do with devising tests to measure 
the strength and stamina of children. 


‘‘WE HAVE DEVELOPED a 
games program that is wonderful for 
spectators, but it doesn’t develop much 
physical fitness,” says Cureton. Games 
throw the burden on the legs; he says, 
and tend to produce an upper body that 
does not look as if it belongs to the same 
person, The shoulders, chest and arms 
suffer. In baseball, football and basket- 
ball, there are frequent delays and inter- 
missions. Endurance is not challenged. 

In the elementary schools of Australia, 
Cureton says, children—boys and girls— 
are taken on a five-mile “bush walking 
course” as an after-school activity. They 
walk for a while, then run or jog-trot 
for a while. It develops stamina but is 
probably too simple and inexpensive a 
tactic for wide adoption in this country. 

Nevertheless, Cureton and his col- 
leagues at the University of Illinois have 
found in a 10-year study that a com- 
parable exercise procedure, called a 
“‘steeplechase,”’ is the best way to im- 
prove physical fitness in boys. An in- 
structor takes his students through a 
three-mile course in which they jump 
ditches, go up and down ramps, and so 
on, not stopping for 30 minutes. 

Other procedures that showed up well 
in tests were (1) A 30-minute, non-stop 
course of exercises to develop various 
parts of the body; (2) “interval training”’ 
in which boys alternately run and walk 
around a track, and (3) ‘“‘circuit training,’’ 
a British technique in which the trainees

move from station to station around a 
field, performing various exercises. 


‘These findings have led to our appeal,” 


says Cureton. ‘‘We would ask for a school 
program at all levels in which 50 per 


cent of the instruction is in basic skills 
and games and sports, and 50 per cent 
is devoted, to straightforward improve- 
ment in physical fitness.”’ 
CURETON’S advocacy of a_ good 
workout for children is applauded by 
Louis Kittlaus Jr., director of physical 
education and recreation for the St, Louis 
public schools. Jahn's Turnverein move- 
ment penetrated deeply here, and perhaps 
because of this, Kittlaus says, the St. 
Louis schools have not shared fully in 
the games trend. “We are definitely 
advocating a program of conditioning ex- 
ercises,"’ Kittlaus says. 


About four years ago the St. Louis 
schools, reflecting the national concern 
about physical fitness in the young, began 
toughening up their program. In the 
last three years 77 full-time physical edu- 
cation instructors have been hired for the 
elementary schools, taking the burden off 
the classroom teacher. Another innova- 
tion is that elementary school children 
now are tested for physical fitness, and 
report cards are sent to parents. 

The President's Council on Youth Fit- 
ness, commenting on the recent American- 
British comparison, pointed out that OP- 
ERATION FITNESS—U.S.A. had already 
reached 30,000,000 school-age children. It 
said the program's beneficial conse- 
quences were only beginning to be felt. 
Six weeks of preparation for the test, the 
council said, would have produced a tie. 

Be that as it may, the council was set 
up by President Eisenhower in 1956 to 
help correct ‘disturbing deficiencies,” and 
these deficiencies presumably exist. The 
council’s executive director, Shane Mac- 
Carthy, has diligently called attention to 
them. It is an age of physical inactivity 
in children, of riding rather than walking 
to school, of overly protective parents.

Nattire of Sentimentality 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 
IN A RECENT television panel show 
a group of American writers considered 
at length the state of American letters. 
As all the participants were bright and 
articulate their remarks were always in- 
teresting and their arguments soundly for- 
mulated. I was surprised, however, at 
the summary treatment acdOrded Messrs. 
Faulkner and Hemingway.” Faulkner was 
thrown out of court before a word could 
be spoken in his defense. Hemingway 
was described as an author whose writing 
had become corroded by sentimentality. 

It is significant that both writers: are 
now celebrities; but I pass over possible 
consequences of their fame to consider the 
question of sentiment and sentimentality. 
John Ciardi, a member of the panel, said 
that a distinction between the two was 
valid but he did not define either term 
possibly because he thought it was un- 
necessary. A sensitive critic, one might 
infer, would know the difference without 
being told; the others didn’t count. 

But Mr. Ciardi did give as an example 
of sentimentality ‘The Old Man and the 
Sea,” a novel by Hemingway published in 
1952, The protagonist of this story is a 
Cuban-fisherman who has run out of luck. 
Then he hooks a big fish and struggles for 
three days against angry seas and ma- 
rauding sharks td keep his prize intact. 
But when he finally gets to shore the 
sharks have stripped the carcass and 
nothing remains but the whited skeleton. 


THIS SEEMS TO BE a classic sit- 
uation. Its tragic possibilities, however, 
are diluted by the Old Man’s soliloquies 
which emphasize the pathos rather than 
the dignity of his struggle. His monologue 
with its references to Joe DiMaggio and 
its attribution of superhuman nobility to 
the fish, is inflated and somewhat embar- 
rassing. The reader is inclined to feel that 
his pity is being solicited. As the central 
character rings false the situation, after 
a while, becomes a mere contrivance. 
Sentimentality is always phony. It is 
part of an attempt to work on the emo- 
tions by fraud, conscious or unconscious. 
It is sentiment, as one critic has said, 
without a supporting idea. And it usually 
involves a stereotype or a borrowed idea. 
There are many examples. 
has seen “The Doctor’ which shows the 
benevolent and bearded healer sitting at 
the bedside of an ailing child, Children 
'do get sick, of course,°and doctors do 
‘watch at their bedsides and adults are 
_@trongly affected by such a spectacle. No

one can justifiably say that a suffering 
child, or any other subject, is an inappro- 
priate subject for art; but it is obvious, 
in this case, that the painter is exploiting 
the automatic responses of decent people. 

The flesh, tones in Renoir’s paintings of 
women and) children may seem danger- 
ously close to sentimentality for some 
viewers.’ This reaction cannot be dis- 


as sentimentality but its relationship 
is s0 close that it deserves a brief 
consideration in this context.

IT IS MORE sensible to believe that 
women are merely the indicated subjects 
for his studies in color. If he had been 
really trying to exploit the appeal of na- 
ture as represented by lovely women and 
children, he would have further idealized 
their features. 

Sentimentality, then, !s a pretense, a 
reliance on affecting elements that have 
nothing to do with artistic creation; and 
it is likely to appeal to those who are 
confused or emotionally immature. The 
dividing line between sentiment and senti- 
mentality, however, can rarely be deter- 
mined by objective tests. The proof, if 
such an inflexible scientific term is per- 
missible in this context, is usually sub- 
jective, 


Sentimentality is disallowed in art, as 
it should be in any honest communication, 
because it is a corrupting influence. Its 
enemies, however, are sometimes s0 
afraid of it, that they demand the ex- 
termination of all objects and ideas asso- 
ciated with it. To say that the painting 
of a suffering child is an example of senti- 
mentality is valid only when the painting 
has no other merit. 

A CHILD, well or sick, is an appro- 
priate subject for art, so is the ripe 
beauty of women, or a _ snow-capped 
mountain, or a field of daisies or a 
rocky shore in Maine. To debar these 
subjects because they have an attraction 
for Sunday painters is to fall into the 
same confusion that affects the attitudes 
of the gross sentimentalists. It is as- 
sumed that the material, and not the in- 
sights of the artist, wil dominate the 
process of creation. It emphasizes the 
subject and not the quality of its treatment. 
False idealization is not quite the same 


In saying that Hemingway’s later writ- 
ings had bogged down in a miasma of 
sentimentality John Ciardi referred, in 
passing, to ‘““The Sun Also Rises’’ and 
‘“‘Farewell to Arms,”’ as Hemingway’s best 
works, I suggest that Hemingway’s early 
works betrayed many signs of a romanti- 
cism that veered rather close to the senti- 
mentality that spilled over the brim in 
“The Old Man and the Sea.” It was dif- 
ferent largely because it was translated 
into the language of hard-boiled realism. 

Hemingway is fascinated by the tough 
guy: the white hunter, the matador, 
the dope-runner, the prize fighter. Occa- 
sionally he brings in a character from the 
upper levels of society and in so doing 
indicates an affinity between the highest 
and the lowest. 

WHAT ONE MUST infer is that the 
shocks of life are taken by the proletar- 
jians and the aristocrats—to use convenient 
terms—and that everybody else vegetates 


in between; fat, flabby, torpid and un- 
adventurous. 
As Mr. Hemingway should know by 


now, something interesting can happen to 
anybody. Something quite interesting hap- 
pened to the Buddenbrooks family. And 
though Mr. Hemingway can hardly be 
blamed for writing about the kind of peo- 
ple that stir his imagination his preference 
for violence ahd physical adventure does 
not make him a clear-eyed realist. He is 
romantic, in fact, and his gangsters, 
boxers, and soldiers are frequently ideal- 
ized and in terms that have little similar- 
ity to the common life. 

In brief, Hemingway presents a false 
picture. But doesn’t every imaginative 
writer do much the same when he creates 
his own world and populates it with 
characters to his liking? 

But I was speaking of the spurious 
and the pretentious. Hemingway is not 


free from these defects and to that 
degree he introduces a corrupting element 
into his imaginative writing. The false 
ideal, like sentimentality, can bring the 
author a reward he hasn’t earned. Both 
are false in origin and in the long run 
debase both the artist and his public,

Solti With Symphony 


Will Conduct Four Concerts 


‘GEORG SOLTI, the new 


musical director of both the 
Royal Opera House, Covent 
Garden, London and of the 
Los Angeles Philharmonic, will 
conduct the St. Louis Orches- 
tra in its subscription series 
concerts for the next two 
weeks. It will be his fourth 
engagement as guest conduc- 
tor of the Orchestra and his 
first since the 1957-58 season. 


The concerts for the coming 
weekend will be played New 
Year's Eve and New Year's 
Day, both at the Kiel Audi- 
torium Opera House. The Sat- 
urday evening concert will be- 
gin at 8:40, and it will be over 
in good time for holiday cele- 
brations afterwards, probably 
about 10:30, an Orchestra 
spokesman said.

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‘Supermarket’ Culture 
Grandiose Centers Stifle Art 


By PAUL HENRY LANG 

NEW YORK. 
OUR READERS WILL RECALL the brave manifestos 
issued last year in behalf of the National Cultural Center to 
be established in Washington. Congress graciously granted a 
charter and some surplus federal real estate, at the same time 
serving notice that not a cent would be forthcoming from the 
Government for the building and maintenance of the center. 


Thereupon the President appointed a motley Board of Trustees 
and a grotesque Advisory Board, who promptly hired a fund- 
raising and opinion-gathering firm, which in turn set about to 
“reorganize headquarters operations, plan the campaign organi- 
zation, and develop the case.”’ Their elaborate report, contain- 
ing the answers given by 160 ‘“‘of the most qualified people in 
the United States’ to the question ‘‘What are America’ s cultural 
needs?’ is now available. 


The report is alive with choruses of enthusiastic applause 
conjuring up romantic splendors blended with not a little 
sophomoric nonsense. 


The greatest problem of the Center is to discover some way 
of securing the means for its establishment, yet the report does 
not throw much light on its solution, Actually, proposals for 
the establishment of large cultural centers are extraordinarily 
difficult to put into practice largely because of ignorance of 
the fact that the difficulties are just as much social, political 
and artistic as they are financial. The rapidity with which 
the financial situation changes while the planning moves very 
slowly, has already placed Lincoln Center in a quandary. 
THE PLANS OF ALL THESE projects are on an em- 
barrassingly lavish scale. More support for the actual cultural 
value of the undertaking than has been found until now will 
be required if we are to avoid the almost certain identification 
of the centers with a de luxe cultural supermarket. 

Promoters of the national center give the impression that 
what is needed above all are sumptuous edifices equipped with 
all the or ge of modern urban life. They have succeeded 
so well that~the sheer weight of steel and concrete stands in 
the way of the artistic and social implications. Such a basic 
error would not have been made had the whole plan been 
intrusted to persons more familiar with the problems of culture, 
and readier and hardier in their search for the truth, 

We know how wide is the diffusion of what were once the 
luxuries of a few, but what a “high standard of living’ (i.e., a 
standardized life) cannot give automatically is culture. We 
are brought back to the fact that mechanical advance seems 
to mean the diminution of the cultural, though it might have 
been expected to release and amplify it. y 
THE ‘*‘SAViING’’ OF CARNEGIE HALL, the 
one large concert hall in New York, actually embarrassed the 
Lincoln Center planners, What will happen if another group 
of citizens accomplishes the same miracle with the old Met— 
will Lincoln Center collapse altogether? Apparently New York, 
a city of 8,000,000, cannot fill two concert halls and two opera 
houses. If this is true, it is unreasonable to spend scores of 
millions on new buildings; the money should be used to create 
a wider interest in symphony and opera. 


The reader of the report is baffled by awareness of a divided 

loyalty which threatens to paralyze action, for there are ap- 
palling difficulties. between the conflicting interests, There is 
the ever present fear that culture cannot be run on the free 
enterprise principle because culture is not self-supporting, and 
hence tax money will have to be appropriated for it. With 
this we have arrivea at the crux of the matter. While in theory 
at least we have. overcome this fear, popular opinion in this 
country is showing itself strangely reluctant to follow the dictates 
of reason, 
WHEN THE PUBLIC reads about a hundred-odd million 
plan in New York, 75,000,000 in Washington (surely it will be 100,- 
000,000 by the next report) they are alarmed. They are convinced 
that culture is attainable by simpler, less grandiose means. 
But no matter how simple, a large part of these means must 
come from the Government. 

We have reached a position of asserting the right, duty and 
possibility of Government intervention for the common good 
and the absence of any abstract principle limiting the duty of 
Government in this respect. “Science” is about to be recognized 
as a legitimate. field for Government concern, but culture in 
general is still outside the pale. The no-entangiement attitude 
is a little like the isolationism of a generation ago. If ever 
there dawns the conviction that America has a Selfish interest 
in fostering culture as it has discovered a_.selfish interest in 
internationalism, the old animosities, the empty slogans, the 
half-baked political views about culture in the nation’s life, will 
yield to a desire to do something practical and workable about it. 


They will never get subsidies from the Government (not even 
from the foundations) so long as they erect hundred million dollar 
temples without stated articles of faith. Yet without Government 
help—and I mean a steady operating subsidy—they cannot 
succeed.

Classical Records 


ERNEST BLOCH’S “America, An Epic Rhapsody” was 
composed about 30 years ago. It was performed once or twice 
and then quietly dropped and now it has been recorded for 
the first time by the Symphony of the Air and The Americaa 
Concert Choir with Leopold Stokowski conducting. 

From the final grooves of the recording the composer speaks 
in a high pitched and passionate voice to tell his reasons for 
writing this work and his method of procedure. It was his 
tribute to America, his adopted country and it was a synthesis 
of many indigenous folk songs which were, in his belief, as 
beautiful as any in the world. From this melange he derived 
a theme of his own which brought the work to a powerful, 
affirmative conclusion. ‘‘America’’ does indeed follow the pat- 
tern described but the results are not artistically impressive, 
“America” sounds too much like a movie score or Tchai- 
kowsky’s 1812’ Overture perhaps. I wish, however, that the 
chorus at the end, sung with ardor by the American Concert 
Choir, could be removed from context and preserved because 
it deserves a place among our country’s patriotic music, The 
melody is simple but moving and it is beautifully harmonized. 
(Vanguard, Stereophonic, one record.) 

GUSTAV MAHLER’S “Das Lied von der Erde” {g 
coupled with ‘‘Songs of a Wayfarer” in eloquent performances 
conducted by Mahler’s friend and disciple Bruno Walter. Dr. 
Walter employs the Columbia Symphony Orchestra, a superior 
organization though recruited for the occasion. Mildred Miller 
is the contralto soloist in both works; Ernst Haefliger is the 
tenor soloist in “Das Lied.’’ Mahler's introverted nature found 
expression in deeply colored romantic music and extended 
orchestral treatment of single ideas. ‘‘Das Lied,” however, is 
really a song cycle and not a symphony, as ke called it, and 
the formal requirements of the song compelled a certain dis- 
cipline while giving ample opportunity to Mahler’s expansive 
lyrical gifts.

PRECISE TIME| 


OF COLLISION OF 
PLANES SOUGHT 


@® New York Times News Service 


NEW YORK, Dec. 24 — One 
of the most critical pieces of | 
evidence being sought by inves- | 
tigators reconstructing 1a s ty 
week’s collision of two airliners | 
over New York City is the pre- 
cise time of the collision. 

If it took place at the time. 
most observers think it did, this | 
wourd demonstrate major dis- | 
crepancies in the position reports | 
exchanged between tne United | J 
Air Lines DC-8 jet and ground | 
Controllers. 

Most important, it would indi- | 
cate that when the crew radioed | 
that the plane was “approaching | 
Preston,” the area where it) 
was supposed to circle, 
already passed Preston. | 

Several unproved theories as | 
to how such a position error | 
could have come about have | 
been arresting the attention of | 
investigators. 

One of the more impressive | 
theories is the possibility thet 
the jet’s crew might at least 
momentarily, have mistaken the 
radio station at Stroudsburg, 
Pa., for the radio at Solberg, 
N.J. 

Frequencies Close. 

The two names are not dis-| 
similar. The frequencies on! 
which the stations transmit are 
exceedingly close — 114.7 mega- 
cycles for Solberg, and 114.2 
megacycles for Stroudsburg. 

The codes emitted for iden- 
tification of the stations might 
be confused. The code for 
Solberg is SBJ — three dots, 
a dash and three dots; a dot and 
three dashes. The code for 
Stroudsburg is SSB—three dots; 
three dots; a dash and three | 
dots. 

If the plane was, in fact, tuned 
to Stroudsburg for cross-check- 
ing, the crew members probably | 
would have thought they were 
approaching Preston when they 
already had passed it. 

The proper beam from Sol- 
berg crosses the airway the 
plane was supposed to be flying 
at Preston. The beam from 
Stroudsburg does not cross the 
plane’s heading until 14 miles 
farther to the northeast. This 
is four miles past the collision 
point over Miller Army air field 
on Staten Island. 


One Radio Not Working. 


The standard procedure for a 
pilot to determine when he is 
over Preston is to tune his very 
high frequency radios to two of 
the following three stations: 
Robbinsville, Colts Neck, and 
Solberg. 

The jet pilot is known to have 
reported to his company that 
one of his receivers was not 
working. So the crew might 
have been switching the one 
good one back and forth between 
two stations. 

Observers speculating on the 
Solberg - Stroudsburg similarity 
have been anxious to learn how 
the wrecked receiver aboard the 
plane was tuned. 

No one was jumping to any 
conclusions, particularly because 
of extreme caution lest blame 
be cast unjustly on dead crew- 
men. 


There are many other possi- 
bilities that could explain a 
position error. The equipment 
aboard the plane could have 
been faulty, or equipment on 
the .ground could have been 
giving false indications. 

Another Question. 

So, until the time of the crash 
is nailed down, there can be no 
hard assumption that the plane 
was not. where the crew said it 
was—approaching Preston. 

Proof that the plane was ap- 
proaching Preston would, how- 
ever, raise another puzzler: | 
Why did the pilot subsequently | 
fly it past Preston, instead of | 
making a right turn inw a Cir- 
cling, or holding, pattern, as the 
control center had ordered? 

The planes collided about 10 
miles northeast of the Preston 
holding area at about 10:34 a.m., 
Dec. 16. The other plane, a 
Trans World Airlines Super Con- 
stellation, plummeted almost ver- 
tically. The jet staggered on for 
nine miles, coming down in the 
Park Slope area of Brooklyn. | 

None of the 128 passengers | 
and crewmen aboard the two 
planes survived; in addition six 
persons were killed on the 
ground in Brooklyn. The death 
total of 134 was the worst in avia- 
tion history.

Any notion that the “‘Gas Light 
Era” passed into oblivion with 
the fringe-topped surrey is dis- 
pelled by recently compiled fig- 
ures, which show there now are 
far more gas lights in operation 
than at the height of the so- 
called‘‘Gas Light Era’ of 80 
years ago. But, there’s a differ- 
ence. In those days, gas lights 
on the streets and in. the homes 
were a matter of necessity, the 
best concentration of candie- 
power to be had, an improve- 
ment over kerosene lamps and 
lanterns. Today, the gas lighting 
is a decorative element . . . no 
match in lumen seconds for 
electrics, but a continuous soft 
glow of warmth and nostalgia, 
designed to lend distinction or 
an atmosphere of elegance to a 
home or place of business. 

The number of gas lishts in 
this country is app-oaching 
three-quarters of a million, ac- 
cording to studies made recently 
in the industry, and the rate of 
sales is increasing so fast that 
the number may reach a million 
within a year from now. 

In St. Louis, more than 500 
gas lights were sold in one 
month last summer by Laclede 
Gas Company. To date, Laclede 
has sold more than 1200 lights 
to customers since last July 
when the company began mer- 
chandising them.

Here in St. Louis and in 
some of the other levcer Amcri- 
can cities, a few livhts weve 
preserved as curiosities on pri- 
vate streets and on the grounds 
of private homes. Only one com- 
pany, Welsbach of Philadelphia, 
serviced them. 

Then, suddenly, gas lights be- 
gan to reappear. Today there 
are more than 20 firms in the 
business of manufacturing them. 
They are sold and serviced all 
over the country. 

What caused this sudden up- 
surge? One gas industry spokes- 
man says, “People today like 
certain things because they are 
not ordinary. They have a crav- 
ing for traditional thinvs thet, 
while uce“ul are novel and seem 
neziected.”’ 

Another factor increasing 
availability of natural gas, m2‘\- 
ing it possible to operate gas 
lights day and night with a min- 
imum of maintenance, for a few 
cents a day. 

It was gas lights that gave 
the.gas business its first push 
forward more than a century 
ago. In many American cities, 
gas lights on streets and in the 
home provided light far superior 
to anything known before. Gas 
works were built in major pop- 
ulation areas to insure a steady, 
convenient supply. 

Amonzc the First. 

St. Louis was among the first 
Americen cities to have g2s 
works. The St. Louis Gas Licht 
Company, a forerunner of La- 
clede, was chartered in 1837. 

Later gas came to be used 
for cooking and heating. The 
lighting business continued to 
grow steadily through the rest 
of the nineteenth century and 
reached a peak in 1914, when 
some 300,000 gas lights illumi- 
nated streets of America’s cities 
and villages. By that time, how- 
ever, electric lights had started 
@ reversal of the trend. 

The first prediction of a gas 
light revival was made in mid- 
1957 by C. S. Stackpole, manag- 
ing director of the American Gas 
Association. Addressing execu- 
tives of a gas and electric com- 
pany in upstate New York, he 
declared, ‘‘Don’t you power men 
panic, but gas lighting is com- 
ing back!”’ 

And come back it did, with 
greater vigor than even the most 
optimistic gas men expected. 

Aggressive Promotion. 

Behind the current revival is 
aggressive selling by manufac- 
turers and gas utility companies, 
the enthusiasm of civic and 
merchants’ organizations, and 
the rediscovered old-time charm 
of the gas lights themselves. 

One of the first of the new 
wave of street light installations 
was made in April, 1958, when 
64 gas lamps replaced electric 
lights around the plaza in the 
heart of Aibuquerque’s historic 
Old Town. 

Seven months later, Martha 
Raye lighted gas lamps along 
Pittsburgh’s Lower Oliver Ave- 
nue. Lights reclaimed from Bal- 
timore streets were installed 
there at the request of the ave- 
nue’s fashionable shops. 

When the Pittsburgh installa- 
tion was completed, a local gas 
company sales executive sent 
the American Gas Association a 
large electric bulb, mounted on 
an oak plaque. The “trophy” 
was inscribed: ‘Enemy light 
bulb captured during the ‘Battle 
of the Fuels’. Lower Oliver Ave- 
nue, Pittsburgh, Nov. 17, 1958. 
Replaced by gas street light.” 

In June, 1959, old fringe-top 
gas lights found in Orange, N.J., 
were moved to New York City 
and installed along Worth street. 
The downtown Manhattan street 
is the heart of the textile dis- 
trict, where a number of fabrics 
manufacturers have restored 
their buildings to look as they 
did in Victorian days. 

Just Relocated. 

While such cities as Baltimore 
and Philadelphia have retired 
thousands of gas street lights 
in recent years, their disappear- 
ance has offered small comfort 
to industry competitors. In-

They now cast their soft-as- 
moonlight glow in Disneyland’s

Dozens have been installed 
along the streets of ‘Gaslight 
Village,”’ a recreated small town 
of Gay Nineties vintage at Lake 
George, N. Y., and in “‘“Freedom- 
and,’”’ a new amusement center 
in the Bronx, N. Y. 


In the Little Rock area, gas 
lights the three-block-long West 
Seventh street ‘‘furniture row,” 
the streets of a 400-home subdi- 
vision, the mall of the Arkansas 
state capitol, and the grounds of 
the state police headquarters at 
nearby Hope. 


Lamps rescued from various 
United States cities have been 
installed along historic Bay 
street in St. Augustine, Fla., and 
at the northern approaches to 
the resort city of Asbury Park, 
N.J. 


Old gas lights that once bright- 

ened ‘the streets of London in 
Queen Victoria’s reign now shine 
on the main streets of ‘“‘Stone- 
gate,”’ a new 1000-home develop- 
ment in Bedford, Tex. 
One of the more striking uses 
of gas lights commercially in St. 
Louis is in the vicinity of Olive 
and Boyle, mid-town, an area 
now known as Gas Light Square. 
Last summer marked a new 
high in activity around the 
Square, a two to three-block 
area where quaint, beat and off- 
beat establishments have been 
opening up with increasing fre- 
quency the past few months. 

True to its name, the Square 
has gas lights in numerous loca- 
tions. There are six of the 
classic “‘boulevard”’ style street 
lights shining along the patio- 
entrance of the Golden Eagle 
Bar, where Boyle dead-ends into 
Olive. Bracket-style gas lamps 
decorate the bar’s entranceway, 
and those of other establish- 
ments in the area. 

But the real use of gas lights, 
and certainly the most notable, is 
on the premises of many of St. 
Louis’ most attractive homes, 
where they add a glow of friend- 
liness and charm. The gas in- 
dustry expects more and more 
to appear, in St. Louis and all 
around the country, as time goes 
by. 

So great is the demand for gas 
street lamps that several manu- 
facturers—including Arkla Air 
Conditioning Corp., Little Rock, 
and Hadco Aluminum Products 
Co., Littlestown, Pa. — have 
turned to producing replicas of 
the old fringe-top lights known 
as “boulevard” models. ; 

At least 19 other manufacturers 


are making gas lamps for street 
and private use, and a Pittsburgh 
gas utility company serves as 
United States distributor. for 
lights manufactured to its speci- 
fications in England. 


A significant sign of the grow- 
ing market for gas lights . ap- 
peared earlier this year when 
America’s pioneer manufacturer 
Welsbach Corporation of Phila- 
delphia—returned to production 
after an absence of more than 
23 years. Most of the old and 
new gas lights in use today in- 
corporate a type of incandescent 
mantle invented by Baron Carl 
von Welsbach and introduced in 
the mid-1890s by the company 
which bears his name. 


A Welsbach spokesman reports 
his company still serves some 
6500 old gas street lights in at 
least 30 cities. One of these 
lamps, on Oak Bend avenue in 
Llewellyn Park, N.J., stands in 
front of the home of Thomas A. 
Edison, inventor of the electric 
light. 

Welsbach officials say the larg- 
est concentration of old gas 
street ‘lights is in northern New 
Jersey, where about 4000 are in 
use. Nearly 2000 light the streets 
of Cincinnati. The Chicago sub- 
urban communities of Riverside 
and Lake Forest have about 550, 
and nearly 400 light streets in 
Worcester and Newton, Mass. 

Today’s largest producer of 
gas for both street and residen- 
tial-commercial use is the Arkla- 
Gaslite Division, part of the huge 
Shreveport-based Arkansas Lou- 
isiana Gas Company. This com- 
plex of aggressive companies 
not only distributes natural gas 
but manufactures such diverse 
products as gas air conditioners, 
rocking chairs, cement, chem- 
icals and horse-drawn buggies. 


In 1958, Arkla contracted with 
Welsbach to purchase and dis- 
tribute the Philadelphia com- 
pany’s entire output of recondi- 
tioned gas street lights for one 
year. In the meantime, Arkla 
also tooled up to manufacture 
its own lights, including repro- 
ductions of the Welsbach fringe- 
top model.

Phase of Construction 


At Pea Ridge Begun 


MacDonald Construction Com- 
pany, St. Louis, reported Friday 
the completion of one contract 
and the winning of another for 
work on the Pea Ridge facility 
of the Meramec Mining Com- 
pany, 14 miles south of Sullivan. 

The old contract called for 
construction of a 42,687-square- 
foot ‘‘L”’ shaped brick and steel 
building to house machine shops, 
warehouse, stock room, and re- 
lated facilities, plus a separate 
brick structure for storage of 
lubriccating oils and a_ 2923- 
square-foot carpenter shop. 

The new contract — covering 
concrete work—calls for pouring 
of foundations for primary, sec- 
ondary and tertiary crushing 
plants, a garage for trucks, etc., 
air compressor house and a sub- 
station. This work is scheduled 
for completion next summer. 

Because of required prelimi- 
nary exploratory work, the new 
mine will not be in full opera- 
tion (12,000 tons per day) until 
1963, The surface structures are 
being built now because the com- 
pany feels the interest their 
funds would have earned would 
be more than offset by expected 
increase in construction cost. 

Two Shafts Started. 

Pea Ridge is a joint venture 
between St. Joseph Lead Com- 
pany and Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany. 

Two shafts currently are being 
drilled in the 200 acre clearing. 
Shaft number one, near the com- 
plex of buildings, is down about 
2250 feet, number two, atop a 
knoll several hundred feet away, 
is about 1750 feet deep. Both 
have 19 feet, one inch diameters 
inside the 18-inch-thick concrete 
wall, and both eventually will be 
driven to 3000-foot depths. They 
are being sunk at a'rate of about 
30 feet per week. 

One “‘drift’’ (tunnel) at the 
2000-foot level leads directly into 
the ore body. The drifts are ll 
feet by nine feet. Workmen now 
are entering the drifts with dia- 
mond drills to do exploratory 
work, The drills reach out as 
much as 500 feet from the drift 
in an attempt to define the limits 
of the ore body and to deter- 
mine its grade. 

The head frame above shaft 
number one is now at its maxi- 
mum height of 135 feet. Steel 
now is being set on the number 
two head frame which will take 
it to 185 feet in height. 

Shaft number one, now being 
used for exploratory work, will 
be used to transport workmen 
and remove waste rock from the 
mine. Shaft two will be used ex- 
clusively for the removal of ore. 

A system of narrow gauge 
rails connects No. 1 shaft with 
the machine shop. 

Upside-Down Job. 

When a piece of machinery is 
ready to be lowered, it is moved 
onto -a steel section next to the 
shaft, Compressed air drives the 
section and its load over the 
open shaft. A hoist raises the 
machinery, the sliding section is 
pulled back, again exposing the 
shaft. The hoist then lowers the 
machinery into’ the shaft. 

Materials are lowered at 1250 
feet per minute,'men at 800. 

The process of lining the hole 
with concrete has been de- 
scribed by E. L. Bilheimer, resi- 
dent engineer, as “like pulling 
yourself up by your bootstraps 
upside down.” 

A 12-ton, six-drill “jumbo” is 
lowered into the shaft, followed 
by a bucket full of men. Each 
man drills 14 holes around the 
perimeter, or 84 holes total. 
Blasting then takes place, and 
the broken rock is hauled to the 
surface in 100-cubic-foot muck 
buckets. Then “‘H” beams, to 
which anchor flanges have been 
welded, are lowered into the 


hole, and fastened to the pro- 


tected bottoms of the beams 
ee eee 


these beams are hung circular 
steel concrete forms about 20 
feet deep. 

A concrete distributor then is 
lowered into the shaft, and con- 
crete from an adjacent batch 
plant is dropped through a six- 
inch pipe. It is received nearly 
a half-mile below by the distrib- 
utor, and poured into the forms. 


Water Diverted. 


All machines used below the 
surface are run by compressed 
air, including the  crawler- 
treaded loading machines. 

Pumps can exhaust water 
from the two shafts at a rate of 
250 gallons per minute, and di- 
vert it through an elaborate 
sewer system into a nearby . 
creek, 

When the mine is in opera- © 
tion, ore will go from the sec- 
ond shaft to a primary crusher, 
then to the secondary and ter- 
tiary crushers, then to the 
erinding mills for finer grinding. 
Since most of the ore is of the 
magnetic type (magnetite), most 
of the separation will take place 
on magnetic separators. 

The residue, including the non- 
magnetic ore called hematite, 
will then go to a beneficiation 
plant for further separation 
through flotation processes. 
There, both sulphur and phos- 
phorous will be reclaimed. Of all 
the material coming from the 
shaft, it is estimated that 80 per 
cent will be sold, and only 20 
per cent will end up in the tail- 
ings pond. 

The powdery fron ore then 
will be formed into %-inch pel- 
lets for shipment. 

Spur, Power In. 


The Missouri Pacific railroad 
now is finishing a 26.7-mile rail 
line to serve Pea Ridge, and 
Union Electric Company already 
has run two 17-mile high voltage 
lines to the mine. 

MacDonald crews equipped the 
elaborate machine shop and 
warehouse with traveling over- 
head cranes. Brick partitions six 
feet high run along two of the 
walls, protecting workers in the 
main body of the shop from the 
flashing of welding torches. 
Flexible power exhausts are to 
be placed directly over the weld- 
ing process to remove all fumes. 
The warehouse is equipped with 
a loading dock. 

A change room and showers 
for the men who will be em- 
ployed there has been installed 
along one of the walls. 

One other major building now 
is being completed on the site— 
a combination office, change 
room for 600 miners, and hoist 
building for the number one 
shaft, It is of brick and enam- 
eled steel curtain wall con- 
struction.

BERLIN CRISIS

BERLIN, Dec. 24 (AP)—Two

little-noticed events have aroused 
speculation that the Communists 
may be planning a New Year 
crisis over Berlin. 

One was a secret visit by Wal- 
ter Dowling, United States am- 
bossador to West Germany, to 
Mikhail Pervukhin, the Soviet 
ambassador in East Germany. 

The other was a line buried in 
a Moscow speech Friday by An- 
drei Gromyko, the Soviet for- 
eign minister. 

The crisis, if it comes, will be 
touched off by a failure of West 
Germany and Communist East 
Germany to sign a trade pact. 
The question of free travel and 
transport to isolated Vest Ber- 
lin, across Communist territory, 
is closely bound up with this. 
If there is no pact, the Commu- 
nists will have new excuses [to 
interfere. 

Assails West Germany. 

The Gromyko reference came 
in his speech to the Supreme So- 
viet, or parliament. He attacked 
West Germany's position in the 
trade negotiations. 


“The line followed by the Gov- 
ernment of the Federal Repub- 
lic,” Communist papers quoted 
him as saying, “‘leads not only 
to complication of relations be- 
tween the (East) German Demo- 
cratic Republic and the (West) 
German Federal Republic, but 
also to a dangerous complication 
in the relations among the four 
powers who are bound by spe- 
cial duties with regard to Ger- 
many.” 

The four powers are the ma- 
jor victors of World War II— 
the United States, Russia, Brit- 
ain and France. Gromyko seems 
to have been hinting that a col- 
lapse of the trade talks would 
make trouble for the small Allied 
garrisons in West Berlin. 

Dowling in Berlin. 

Ambassador Dowling lives in 
Bonn, the capital of West Ger- 
many. He came to Berlin Dec. 
16 while the East-West German 
trade talks were on here. The 
visit followed the failure of sim- 
ilar talks between West Ger- 
mans and the Russians them- 
selves, which foundered on the 
Berlin issue. 

At the time, United States 
spokesmen in Berlin told re- 
porters that it was of mo_spe- 
cial. interest. ks. | 

da Washington, wever, it | 
was Teported that Dowling had 
told Pervukhin how undesirable 
it would be to have a new crisis | 
over »Berlin. | 

From statements by Premier 
Khrushehev and other top Com- 
munists, it had been expected 
that the Communists intend to 
raise the Berlin question only in 
the spring. That would give 
Presdent-elect John F. Kennedy 
a chance to look around and 
decide on the stand he wants to 
take. 

Too Good to Miss. 

Now, some experts believe, 
the Communists may be think- 
ing that the chance to make 
trouble is too good to miss. 

The East-West negotiators 
meet again Wednesday. If they 
don’t agree by next Saturday, 
there will be no trade accord | 
between East and West Ger- | 
many. That means there will be 
no agreed basis for the trans- 
port of German people and goods 
by road and rail across the 110 
miles of Communist territory 
that separate West Berlin from 
West Germany. 

The Communists claim there 
would be no valid agreement 
either to cover United States, 
British and French military 
trains using the same route.

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Fast Bucks From Old Coins 


Alert Washington (Mo.) Postmaster and Inspectors Caught 17-Year-Old Swindler

AS A DEALER in old coins, 
John J. Miczek of Corry, Pa., 
alias Buell & Son of Paris, France 
and Washington, Mo., had a bad 
month in November. Miczek de- 
cided he liked a fresh, fast buck 
better than other currencies and 
set up a gold-coin swindle, His 
theory was simple and sure but 
his technique had one undoing 
flaw. Miczek couldn't quite think 
of everything when he played 
con man at the age of 17. 

December isn’t going well for 
him, either. He spent the first 
two weeks of it in jail, awaiting 
trial. He pleaded guilty before 
United States District Judge 
George H. Moore here and was 
placed on probation for three 
years, but this week authorities 
in St. Louis reported he had 
disappeared, abandoning his 
mother and several thousand 
words of good advice from offi- 
cials who tried to help him. A 
warrant was issued, charging 
Miczek with parole violation. He 
was picked up Thursday in St. 
Petersburg, Fla., on a tip from 
a coin dealer. He will get a 
hearing in St. Louis. 

Miczek stood in the corridor 
outside Judge Moore’s court the 
other day and gave an account- 
ing of many things, including 
his resources. He said he had 
old coins worth about $250 to 
any dealer, and he mentioned 
something he called “his ac- 
counts” being held by officials. 
While in the city jail he lent 
money to other inmates, and 
said he had $1.50 still outstand- 
ing and he intended to go back 
to jail—to collect. 

As he talked about himself, 
volunteering a little and answer- 
ing questions fully, Miczek 
admitted his first mistake had 
been in committing a felony. 
He already had admitted that 
before Judge Moore. He was 
not interested in belaboring the 
point. He told the judge he 
wanted to continue in business 
as a coin dealer, but promised 
he would swindle no more. He 
recalled something the judge 
told him. 


‘‘He said it would go hard on 
me if I came before him again,” 
Miczek said. ‘“‘I don’t think he 
was kidding. Was he?’’ Several 
people assured him the Judge 
was no kidder. 


Postal Inspectors J. G. Johnson 
and J. A. Schicker of the St. 
Louis office lectured him, John- 
son and Schicker had a consider- 
able investment in patience and 
police work in Miczek. 

Mrs. Sophie Borsa, Miczek’s 
mother, tried to follow the rapid 
rush of English between the in- 
spectors and her son. Mrs. Borsa 
brought Miczek to the United 
States from Western Germany 
under the Displaced Persons 
quota when he was 7, She is 
Polish. 


Mrs. Borsa said to Johnson 
and Schicker, ‘“You have chil- 
dren some day, a son, you'll 
how «aes 


Johnson gaid, ‘Between us, 
we've got 12 kids in our fami- 
lies. That’s why we've tried to 
help your son.” 

Miczek said, 
good guys.” 

His mother said, ‘‘Thank them, 
Johnny.” 


Johnny thanked them, holding 
out his hand, looking down at the 
floor. Miczek’s handshake is a 
soft offering. So is his voice 
early in a conversation but it 
builds up quickly, to match his 
self-confidence. As he talked, 
his mother said often, ‘Johnny, 
you talk too much.” Each time 
she said it she shook her head 
and smiled, close to tears. 


Another adult approached 
Miczek. This one carried a 
brief case. He said he was 
from the Immigration Serv- 
ice. He had a long and low- 
voiced conversation with the 
youth and went away unsmil- 
ing. Miczek watched him go. 


“You've been 


‘“‘Well, that’s over. I wondered 
when they’d be around,” he said. 
“Now all I’ve got to do is go 
back and face the charges in 
Corry and figure out some way 
to make the checks good there.”’ 

Miczek folded his hands and 

stood. He gazed down the long 
corridor. He had a gentle, va- 
cant stare and he did not fidget. 
He was waiting for the lawyer 
appointed to his case, Joseph 
Langworthy of Pacific, Mo., to 
finish in court on another case 
and take him to the probation 
office for instructions. Miczek 
looked bored, but he was think- 
ing. 
“If I'd been able to see 
ahead,” he said, ‘“I’d have 
bought the coins when I was at 
the coin convention in Kansas 
City. Then I’d have had them 
when the orders came in.”’ 

Bought the coins with what? 

“A check,’’ Miczek said with 
the patience of an economics 
professor instructing a backward 
student. 

A check without funds 
hind it? 

“Oh, no,”” Miczek said, smiling 
a little. There is no end to his 


be-

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patience. ‘‘Not really a bad 
check. Coin people are used to 
holding checks, waiting until 
they're good. They know how 
the business goes."’ 

Miczek demanded the best in 
checks, cashier's checks or 
money orders when he was on 
the receiving end of checks in 
his gold-coin swindle at Wash- 
ington, Mo. 


His scheme was to have the 
money roll in quickly and be 
finished in business at Wash- 
ington within three or four 
days. He just had time to open 
his first batches of mail, bank 
more than $5000 and show up 
at his office to contemplate 
the main haul before Johnson, 
Schicker and the Washington, 
Mo., police entered and de- 
clared him out of business. 


The inspectors gathered up 
about 500 letters, with cashier's 
checks and money orders, and 
sent them back to Miczak’s cus- 
tomers. The officers estimated 
they kept more than $50,000 out 
of Miczek’s hands that way. 


They were grateful to him for 
choosing a small town. If he had 
operated from St. Louis the large 
amount of mail delivered to 
him would have gone unnoticed 
among all the other burdens of 
mail, but in Washington his mail 
deliveries were a major event. 
Thomas W, Sincox, the postmas- 
ter, couldn’t think of a reason- 
able explanation for it, so he 
called the postal inspectors in 
St. Louis. 


“We were lucky,” said John- 
son. “Sincox is sharp, he runs 
a good post office. We don’t 
want to get in any arguments 
about credit for this, but I’d say 
Sincox is the guy who broke this 
up, or started the break-up. We 
went right down there on the 
29th of November. 


‘We walked in on the boy at 
the office he’d just opened in a 
motel. We said to him, ‘We’re 
looking for Buell.’ 


“He said, ‘Buell just stepped 
out. What did you want to see 
him about?’ 

“We said, ‘Quit kidding. You 
are Buell.’ So he admitted he 
was, and that was it.”’ 


Miczek, as he stood in the 
corridor, didn’t see that as being 
all of the encounter. He had 
afterthoughts on the high price 
of office space and secretarial 
help in Washington, as the rates 
worked out in his case. 


“T paid $75 for the office, and 
was in it four and a half hours,” 
he said, ‘‘and I paid the secre- 
tary $50 and she was with me 
three hours and didn’t get much 
done. We were just getting things 
sorted out when they walked in.” 

What they were sorting out 
were the replies to a full-page 
ad Miczek placed in a coin col- 
lector’s trade paper. Miczek was 
proud of the ad. He told the 
Postal Inspectors, ‘“That was my 
masterpiece.” 


The ad put Miczek’s swindle 
in simple terms any greedy 
soul could understand. He of- 
fered one-dollar, five-dollar and 
10-dollar gold pieces for sale. 
The copy stated the coins were 
from the estate of a deceased 
collector in a large city, and 
included 463 ones at $17.50 
each, 115 fives at $13 each, 

-and 95 tens at $16 each. The 
market prices on the ones and 
the fives were standard. The

10-dollar gold pieces were of- 
fered at a price calculated to 
arouse the bargain-hunters and 
bring them forth panting. The 
price was about $6.50 under 
the going market. 


Miczek, or the son of the non- 
existent, wealthy Buell of Paris, 
France, advised there would be 
a delay in delivery. The pur- 
chasers would not get their coins 
until after Dec. 15, when their 
checks had cleared. 


The eager souls, meaning prac- 
tically everybody, therefore sent 
good-as-cash money forms, as 
Miczek intended they should, 
giving him ample’time to clear 
Washington, Mo. He wasn’t cer- 
tain where he was going, but 


he was certain to afford any 
destination. 

All by himself, uncoached by 
experts, Miczek had arrived at 
the essence of the confidence- 
man’s game. He offered people 
a chance to take advantage of 
him and the response was good, 
as always. One wealthy Texan 
mailed a cashier’s check for a 
large sum, a retired Admiral 
mailed a larger check, a post- 
office worker’s widow mailed a 
modest $96. 

Miczek was asked if public 
anxiety to shear him for a lamb 
was everything he had expected 
it to be. 

He hesitated, probably doing 
sums in his head. He said, 
“Well, it was good, but I ex- 


pected it would be a little better. 
Of course, I didn’t get time to 
count it all.” 


His mother said, ‘Johnny you 
talk too much,”’ and her son half- 
smiled and stared down the cor- 
ridor. He was thinking of home. 


“TI rented an office in Corry,” 
he said, “for $8.a month, right 
on the main street. I got it cheap 
because it was on the second 
floor,, Other offices. on the same 
street rent for perhaps $200 a 
month.” 


He said, ‘I get the impression, 
from people I met in your city 
jail, that everybody fn St. Louis 
burglarizes everybody else’s 
homes. This may sound funny, 
but there isn’t much crime in 
Corry.” 


Miczek likes Corry, and all 
small towns. He went to Wash- 
ington, Mo., because it was the 
first nice smal] town he came to 
after he left St. Louis. He did 
not find Washington by luck. He 
looked for it. 


“I'd: read about the corn-cob 
pipes made there,”’ he said. The 
inference was that any town fa- 
mous for corn-cob pipes would 
be a comfortable, folksy sort of 
place to settle down briefly. 

Lawyer Lgngworthy mentioned 
the major points of Miczek's 
home life when in court. He ex 
plained that Miczek’s father had 
been drafted into the German 
army and was presumed dead. 
Mrs. Borsa’s husband is 77 
years old. He said, when Miczek 
became 17, that the boy was big 
enough to contribute $5 a week. 
The stepfather is a retired dairy 
farmer and the family lives in a 
well-kept house but there are 
disputes in it, between step- 
father and stepson. 


Miczek went into business as 
a coin dealer at Corry last 
spring. He has an I.Q. of 135 
and his high school grades are 
geod. He could accommodate 
a business and school at the 
same time without straining 
himself. He was doing an hon- 
est business until he adver- 
tised a sale in Indian pennies, 
and then could not get de- 
liveries of the penny. 


“I chased that dealer all over 
Pennsylvania, trying to get de- 
livery,”’ Miczek said. Suddenly, 
he realized he had checks in cir- 
culation and no money behind 
them. On Nov. 1 he left home. 
He went to several coin conven- 
tions, posing as Buell, son of a 
wealthy dealer in Paris. He did 
not get in touch with his mother 
at any time. He did not admit 
his real name until he entered 
court. 

“TI didn’t want my mother ‘o 
be troubled,” he said. 

His mother looked at him. She 
shook her head, again. Postal in- 
spectors had told her John was 
‘“‘a smart boy.” They also told 
her he had insisted he was 23 
years old, allowing himself to 
be handled as an adult. That 
didn’t sound smart to Mrs. 
Borsa. The officials were puz- 
zied, too, but forgot the matter. 
Miczek told them many stories, 
cheerfully making. up a new 
story whenever they refused to 
believe the previous one. Stand- 
ing in the corridor, a puzzled 
adult idly asked Miczek why he 
had insisted he was 23. 

His supply of patiénce with 
slower thinkers was still sturdy. 
Softly, Miczek explained, ay 
could post bond, as an adult, and 
skip.”

THE MONGOLOID is one form of mentally retarded 
child, having as physical characteristics sloping eyes, snub 
nose, high cheek bones and others which give the condition 
its name. 

There are varying degrees of this. Some mongoloid chil- 
dren look almost normal unless you search for the signs. 
At the other extreme, some are hardly intelligible in their 
speech, and ere clumsy and awkward all their lives. 

The reason mongoloids are born is not known. It may 
be a defect in the germ plasm or a glandular ebnormality. It 
has been observed that mongoloids are scmewhat more com- 
mon among older rather than young parents, but young par- 
ents may have such a child, too. Furthermore, such a child 
ean be born to parents who, either before or afterward, or 
both, may have perfectly normal children. The cause simply 
is not known.

Coupled 
with thanks for our courtesy and 
deep regret over the change in 
his daughter’s plans was the in- 
teresting news that he was send- 
ing our man of the house a token 
of gratitude. 


For days after the gift ar- 
rived, the pleased recipient went 
around looking so smug we knew 
exactly what he was thinking: 
Cubans are extremely nice and 
unusually intelligent people. 
They know who is responsible 
for the care and support of teen- 
age daughters. Fathers. 

With a letter of thanks for the 
gift, the teen-ager’s father be 
came the fifth member of our 
rapidly growing correspondence 
club. Now everyone in the two 
families except Maria’s mother 
had gotten into the act. If I 
could find time at patch up my 
broken Spanish, I reflected, she 
and I might yet be exchanging 
recipes. 

On the day all United States 
citizens were advised to leave 
Cuba, for fear of further repri- 
sals, we finally mailed Maria’s 
birthday gift. Her new address, 
the family’s third within a year 
and a half, had come late. We 
couldn’t help wondering if eco- 
nomic pressures had made these 
moves necessary. 


Early in 1959, Maria had 
written enthusiastically about 
the revolutionary government, 
Castro’s leadership, and the 
plans for agrarian reform. Af- 
ter awhile she wrote only of 
personal and family matters, 
so today we know very little 
of what is going on in Cuba 
from her letters. .As for Anita, 
her fellow-Cuban, we hear that 
she is still hoping to finish 
her education and become a 
teacher, though at present she 
is working in another job in 
order to help support her fam- 
ily. There must be thousands 
of young Cubans who are find- 
ing it desperately hard to plan 
ahead. 


That this uncertainty is also 
of pressing concern to Cuban 


parents was evidenced in a 
touching letter which arrived 
only two days after Thanksgiv- 
ing, as if to remind us that the 
plenty and security we take s0 
much for granted will not be ev- 
eryone’s lot during the holiday 
season. The letter began: “I 
was very pleased to receive your 
letter of the 20th August, and we 
all heartily reciprocate your 
good wishes. It is a pity that 
we do not get letters like this 
more often.”’ 


Thereafter it was a proud, 
brave, troubled letter, written in 
full confidence that an American 
father would somehow under- 
stand the Cuban family’s present 
situation without difficult, and 
possibly dangerous, explanations. 
It left us feeling that Maria's 
parents, ‘“‘willing to make any 
sacrifice for her sake,” are a 
credit to themselves and to Cuba. 


Sometime — next summer, if 
possible—Maria~ may come to 
visit us. We hope she can, for 
in the letters our daughter has 
shared, we have had glimpses 
of a gentle, appealing girl, an 
adolescent not very different 
from our own child. 


In the meantime, what will 
happen next is anybody's guess. 
Already the application of eco- 
nomic sanctions, the growing 
threat of Communism, the ap- 
propriation of foreign-owned 
property, the maneuvers of 
American ships in Cuban waters, 
and the spread of revolutionary 
tactics to other Latin-American 
countries have produced serious 
friction between the United 
States and her southern neigh- 
bor. Most recently, as hundreds 
of Cuban refugees have poured 
into Miami, public attention has 
been focused on first-hand ac- 
counts of Cuba’s internal trou- 
bles. 

Surely no one would deny that 
the picture is grim, Yet, because 
there is friendship which has lit- 
tle to do with ideologies or em- 
bargos, a girl in Havana and a 
girl in St. Louis wait patiently 
for the time when their countries 
will be friends again. 

This friendship, like those of 
hundreds of other Americans 
and Cubans, makes a steadying 


and hopeful symbol for the fu- 
ture.

Former All-America Football Star at Colorado, 
Ex-Rhodes Scholar, to Be Deputy Attorney General

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24. 

BACK IN THE 1930s investi- 
gators for the Carnegie Foun- 
dation were turning up rather 
shocking evidence that many of 
the nation’s colleges were har- 
boring ‘“‘tramp”’ football! players. 
The Foundation’s investigation 
indicated that athletes were re- 
ceiving pay for their efforts and, 
in some cases, had to take a 
pay cut when they turned pro- 
fessional. In addition, some ath- 
letes, it was rumored, were 
getting diplomas for nothing 
more intellectually demanding 
than pushups. 

Out of this wonderful era of 
ionsense galloped a University 
of Colorado quarterback to es- 
tab'ish in his name that 
football was a means to an end 
and not an end in itself, 
some or otherwise 

This player was Byron (Whiz- 
yer) White, who now has been 
selected by President-elect John 
F. Kennedy to be deputy attor- 
ney general. In this post, to 
which he was appointed last 
week, White, at 43, is just a 
step short of cabinet status. He 
will be running plays for Robert 
F. Kennedy, the President- 
elect’s brother and the incoming 
Attorney General. As_ such, 
White becomes an _ accepted 
member of the Kennedy inner 
circle which will be governing 
the country for the next four 
years. 

White’s appointment to the 
Justice Department post stills 
the tongues of Washington wags 
who have speculated that the 
President-elect had him in mind 
as coach of the frolicsome Ken- 
nedy clan’s. undisciplined touch- 
football team. Moreover, White, 
a Denver lawver, brings the re 
freshing tang of the Rocky 
Mountains to a close-knit, intel- 
lectually self-sufficient, elite 
corps of Harvard men. who, 
prior to the presidential cam- 
paign, at least, generally re- 
garded anyone living west of 
New York as camping out. 
White and the President-elect 
have much in common besides 
their ages. Kennedy graduated 
from Harvard cum laude while 
White established a brilliant 
academic record at. Colorado, 
was elected to Phi Beta Kappa, 
was selected for a coveted 
Rhodes scholarship of study at 
Oxford and won more honors at 
Yale Law School. Kennedy was 
a star on the Harvard swimming 
team while White was rewriting 
the collegiate football record 
books. Both had the intellec- 
tual’s consuming interest in the

mocracy, White as a 
Kennedy as a politician. 
It was only natural then that 
there should be a melding in 
later years of their respective 
careers in the heights of the na- 
tional government where there 
always is room at the top for 
capable and dedicated men. 
Quiet and unobtrusive, White 
was one of the first bright 
young men tapped for help by 
Kennedy when he opened offi- 
cially his quest for a delegate 
strength at the Democratic na- 
tional convention last year. 
White and Kennedy first met 
in 1939 when White was at Ox- 
ford. and Kennedy’s father, Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy, was Ambassa- 
dor to the Court of St. James's. 
Their acquaintanceship was re- 
newed during World War If 
when White was an intelligence 
officer attached to the same PT 
boat squadron as Kennedy in 
the Southwest Pacific. After the 
war, when White was serving as 
a clerk to the then-Chief Justice 
Fred Vinson and the President- 
elect was Representative Ken- 
nedy of Massachusetts, they vis-

In the pre-convention period, 
White was credited with gath- 
ering in most of Colorado’s 
delegate strength for the man 
he regarded as having the 
drive, vision and spirit of ded- 
ication and idealism needed in 
the White House in these diffi- 


As a Rhodes scholar 


ed White to abandon tempo- 
rarily his law practice in Den- 
ver and move to Washington 
to head the National Citizens 
Committee for Kennedy. 


White’s organization was a 
haven for persons who wanted 
to work for Senator Kennedy’s 
election as President but didn’t 
want to be under the same roof 
politically with the regular Dem- 
ocratic organization, either be- 
cause they were Republicans or 
because _ they instinctively 
shunned attachment to the es- 
tablished Democratic machines. 

Recalling his meeting with 
Kennedy just after Kennedy's 
PT boat had been slashed in 
two by a Japanese destroyer 
and Kennedy had been decorated 
for heroism in the rescue of 
members of his crew, White 
says: “‘He had guts and I liked 
him then for his courage and

As deputy attorney general, 
White will be in charge of the 
Department of Justice in the At- 
torney General’s absence and 
will be the principal co-ordinat- 
ing officer in’ the functions of 
various divisions such as crimi- 
nal, anti-trust and the like. 


He will have personal super- 
vision over the offices of United 
States attorneys and marshals 
around the country, will pass 
on appointment of legal per- 
sonnel for the department and 
will aid the Attorney General 
in screening possible presiden- 
tial nominees for Federal judge- 
ships. One important function 
will be his liaison work with 
Congress.

well in his college days. Hé has 
a disarmingly mild manner. A 
receding hairline and a fate 
somewhat weathered by the 
passing years distinguish him 
from the boyish quarterback of 
the past. 

White was born June 18, 1917, 
in Fort Collins, Colo., and 
reared in the small town of 
Wellington in the sugar beet, 
cattle and wheat area of his 
state. His father, a lumber 
dealer, and his mother live in 
retirement at Wellington. 


After graduation from Welling- 
ton high school, White entered 
the University of Colorado on an 
academic scholarship which he 
supplemented by “hashing,” as 
he calls it, that Is, waiting on 
tables in fraternity and sorority 
houses. 

In the years 1935, 
White won national 
as a football star, including All- 
America honors in his senior 
year. That season he topped the 
nation’s scorers with 16 touch- 
downs and 23 extra points for a 
total of 119 points. He was what 
is known as a triple-threat back- 
field star, ,a versatility that en- 
abled him to complete 22 of 48 
forward passes for 314 yards and 
to punt for an average of 43.3 
yards and to return 36 punts for 
731 yards. 


White’s sizzling pace carried 
Colorado into the 1938 post-season 
Cotton Bowl game where his 
team was defeated by Rice, the 
Texas powerhouse, despite two 
quick touchdowns set up and ex- 
ecuted by White in the first 
quarter.

inevitably attracted the atten- 
tion of the professionals and in 
the 1938 Natfonal Football 
League’s draft he was number 
ove choice of the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, now the Steelers. 
Meanwhile he was graduated 
from Colorado with his Phi 
Beta Kappa key, presidency of 
the student body, the honor of 
being class valedictorian and 
off-football season excursions 
as a star baseball and basket- 
ball player. 


Pittsburgh signed him for $15,- 
800 a year, a fabulous sum in 
those days when professional 
football was fighting for its fi- 
nancial life. His starting salary 
as a pro football player, the 
highest ever paid up to then, 
was only $5200 a year less than 
he will receive as the naticn’s 
number two law enforcement of- 
ficer. 


With Pittsburgh, he broke in 
under the famed player-coach, 
Johnny Blood, and to the de- 
light of his boss, Art Rooney, 
Pittsburgh owner, and thousands 
of fans, he demonstrated, as he 
had in college, that he could 
snake a football down the field 
better than any other performer, 
professional or collegiate. 


In January 1939 White de- 
cided to chuck football in favor 
of a Rhodes scholarship. At Ox- 
ford, he endured considerable 
good-natured ribbing by fellow- 
students because of his back- 
ground as a professional ath- 
lete, and the release that year 
of a movie, “A Yank at Ox- 
ford.”’ A brother, now Dr. Clay- 
ton §. White, completed his 
medical education at Oxford

under a Rhodes scholarship but 
appears to have been less con- 
spicuous during his stay than 
Byron. Dr. White now is director 
of research for the Lovelace 
Foundation at Albuquerque, 
N. M. 

In September 1939 White re- 
turned to the United States, en- 
tered Yale Law School and 
played football with the Detroit 
Lions in the 1939 and 1940 sea- 
sons. to help finance his law 
education. He not only made 
money but established in 1940 a 
record for National Football 
League ground-gainers with a 
total of 514 yards. Appropriately, 
the Lions’ publicity brochures 
described White as “one of the 
league’s best players, pound for 
pound.” 

White’s resourcefulness assert- 
ed itself on the gridiron just as 
it has in his legal and brief po- 
litical career. When, for ex- 
ample, the Lions’ single wing 
attack wouldn’t function in one 
game, White, the quarterback, 
quickly fashioned a double-wing 
offense in which he schooled his 
teammates in the on-field hud- 
dle. 


In July 1941 White volunteered 
for the Marines but he was re- 
jected because of color blind- 
ness. He fled to the welcoming 
arms of the Navy with a com- 
mission as lieutenant, junior 
grade. It was in the course of 
his four years’ naval service 
that he had his reunion with 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy, 


After the war, White re- 
turned to Yale and his law 
studies, made simpler by a 
photographic memory which 
enabled him to know the con- 
tents of a page after scanning 
it only momentarily. 

In 1946, he was graduated 
from Yale, magna cum laude, 
and then took the clerkship 
with Chief Justice Vinson. 


With football abandoned except 
as a spectator sport, the great 
‘“‘Whizzer’’ has for 13 years been 
practicing corporation and tax 
law as a partner In the Denver 
firm of Lewis, Grant & Davis. 


White is married to the former 
Marion Stearns. They have two 
children, Charles, 7, and Nancy, 
2. 

While not as hectic or as chal- 
lenging as will be his work as 
a member of the Kennedy team, 
White through the years has 
built up a record of public serv- 
ice in the Denver community, 
serving on the board of the As- 
pen Institute for Humanistic . 
Studies, as president of the board 
of the Social Science Foundation 
of Denver University, president 
of the Denver Area Welfare 
Council, an associate of the Ur- 
ban League and a worker in the 
Boy Scouts and Y.M.C.A,

ON CHRISTMAS MORNING, Broadway showfolk recall many 
past moments, wonderful and wistful... . 

There never, for example, has been another Yuletide for 
star Maurice Evans like his first in New York, exactly 25 years 
ago. He had made his debut just two nights before. New and 
lonely in the metropolis, he and a fellow Briton, Ralph Richard- 
son, spent the day on a Central Park bench, forlornly feeding 
pigeons. 

The standout memory for Mary Martin happened at far 
velier tempo in 1956. She, husband Richard Halliday, daughter 
Heller and son, Larry Hagman, were set for a quiet reunion 
with relatives in Chester, Conn. 

Then NBC popped up with an urgent plea two days before, 
that the lilting songstress appear on a special Christmas day 
telecast for the Hungarian war refugee fund. 

Star and network compromised—her stint would be done at 
Chester. Eighteen technicians swarmed in on the niece who 
had been preparing for nine relatives. Hospitality fever spread 
through the town, neighbors flocked in with food. After the 
show, a caroling party went on long into the night that still 
glows for the leading lady of ‘“‘The Sound of Music.”

“The next thing we knew two burly uniformed men—a 
policeman and a fireman—came un to us and said, ‘You got any 
money?’ Expecting to be booked for vagrency, we said, ‘No, 
not a cent.’ 

‘Well, seeing that it’s Christmas,’ the policeman said, ‘we 
fixed it up so that you can eat dinner for free. Go to any 
restaurant in town and tell them who you ere and you'll eat.’”

during a tour of Scotland. The big holiday for the Scots 

is New Year’s, not Christmas, but that didn’t soothe an 

Englishman with memories of Dickens, “I forlornly ate 

a tin of sardines in my lodgings for dinner,” says King.

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‘Baxter Deplores 
Lack of Reading

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 24 (UPI) 

DR. FRANK BAXTER bemoans the state of America’s 
intellectual life and says, ‘It’s pretty dismal, by and large.” 

Baxter is an English professor at the University of 
Southern California who also conducts NBC-TV’s “Science 
Series.”” He formerly gave 
the nation a cultural up- 
lift with his TV discussions 
of William Shakespeare. 

“Every other American 
adult person doesn’t read 
one book a year,” the eru- 
dite teacher complained. 
“And, only 15 per cent of 
Americans ever have a li- 
brary card in their life. 

“One out of three col- 
lege graduates in a 1958 
survey admitted he had 
not read a book the pre- 
vious year. I think some 
others lied or read ‘Lo- 
lita’.”” 

The professor said many 
facets of American culture 
are partly responsible for 
the lag and he criticized 
two of them—TV and hob- 
by shops. 

“TV has sold the American people short in many ways,’ 
he said. ‘‘When I reach St. Peter, I can at least say that I 
never talked down to a TV audience. I’ve used some big 
words on TV and nobody ever complained or called me a 
snob. I’ve even gotten letters from people asking what a 
certain word meant.” 

For the hobby shops, Baxter had sharp words, 
them ‘“‘the most horrid things in the world.” 

“THEY’RE SO stereotyped now,” he said. ‘You buy a 
ship model and all you do is take part 76 and glue it to 76B. 

“‘Wouldn’t it be more creative for boys to read about a 
clipper ship and then carve it themselves?” 

Getting back to his favorite subject of story-telling, Bax- 
ter even chided builders for not putting bookcases in modern 
homes. 

“We've got to realize that exact knowledge and clean 
thinking are precious things,” he said. ‘‘They underlie a 
successful democracy.’’ 

Baxter, a college professor who hasn’t seen the old school 
football team play since 1931, says books offer man a sense 
of security. 

“The world has been hurt in this century more than it 
ever has been before. Every institution, every value has been 
questioned. The only assurance is a reservoir of knowledge 
and a disciplined mind.”’ 

He also cited the role of science in. the twentieth century. 

“SCIENTISTS HAVE become aristocrats of the education- 
a! world,” he said. “It used to be that theologians and 
humanists were.”’ 

Despite his dour Baxter is not without 
humor. He mentioned that -his name is now engraved on a 
star embedded in Hollywood Boulevard’s “Walk of Fame” 
With top movie and TV celebrities. 

“It’s in front of a cocktail lounge.” 
eyebrows. “I'd hoped for a bookstore.”

A believing young children think Santa completes 

his mission and goes back to the North Pole. The 
youngsters of Glasgow, Mo., know better. For them, Santa 
returns to his house and orchards on the outskirts of the 
small Missouri River town and assumes his disguise as 
Jimmy Kuhn. The change of costume fails to hide the 
white hair, long flowing beard and rotund figure. And 
the day-by-day. manners of Jimmy Kuhn over the year 
aren't much different from his manners when he reveals 
himself as Santa Claus. 

Summer or winter, Jimmy Kuhn looks, acts and lives 
the role of Santa. His deep, hearty voice is in true Santa 
style—with the touch of a twang typical of the Little Dixie 
area of central Missouri. His 300 pounds are distributed 
in just the right proportions over his five-foot eight-inch 
frame. His 50-inch waist needs no padding to look 
authentic. The final test is the beard and long hair. The 
white whiskers take a beating each season as countless 
children tug them to make sure they are real. A boy 
once, trying to trick him, remarked to Kuhn, “Your wig 
is slipping, Santa.” When the 12-year-old cynic discov- 
ered the hair was natural, all he could say was, “Golly!” 

Jimmy Kuhn, now 58 years old, began his Santa 
duties in 1931 at a school Chris tmas program. He was 
such a success that he has been playing the role each 
year since. He put the final touches on his make-up 
four years ago by growing his own beard. Each Decem- 
ber, Kuhn hitches his midget “reindeer mules” to his 
sleigh—attaching wheels to the sleigh if there is no 
snow—and sets out to visit the children of nearby com- 
munities. He talks and listens to all the young ones, 
distributes candy or toys supplied by civic organizations. 


Even without his costume, Kuhn 
is a big attraction at St. Mary's

accompanies Kuhn to aid in handling mules. 


During some 30 seasons, Kuhn has been tried and 
tested by hundreds of alert youngsters. He quickly 
learned never to make promises or tell fibs to children. 
While he was still a “green” Santa, a girl asked him 
about a little red wagon she had received the previous 
year. “Yes,” said the unwary Kuhn, “I remember that 
little red wagon.” “Hah!” was the gleeful retort. “I tricked 
you—I didn't get no little red wagon.” Kuhn now pro- 
fesses a bad memory for things past and only a hazy 
view into the future. He says, “We will see what we 
can do,” and emphasizes Santa’s love for children. 

Kuhn does not claim to be Santa or a Santa helper, 
nor does he deny anything. He hands out candy all 
year long and gives an estimated $50 in nickels annually 
to youngsters who catch him without a supply of goodies. 
He has seven children and 11 grandchildren of his 
own. Most of the grandchildren are still young enough 
to think it completely natural and wonderful to have 
a Grandpa Santa. 

The names of Jimmy Kuhn and Santa Claus are so 
entwined in the minds of Glasgow children that many 
believe them to be interchangeable. While listening to 
a radio program from a nearby town, Kuhn was delighted 
to hear a boy startle another Santa by saying, “Hello, 
Jimmy Kuhn.” Early in the fall, Kuhn starts getting grilled 
about Christmas. Some youngsters, not satisfied with 
evasive statements, turn on their heels with an “All right 
for you, Jimmy Kuhn!” 

Instead of retiring to the North Pole after Christmas, 
Santa Kuhn returns to tending 50 acres of apple orchards 
and to working as a security officer in a local factory. 
But his favorite job is dispensing quantities of good cheer.

| sep geears I HEARD a child ask his mother how 
anybody as round as Santa Claus could squeeze 
down the chimmey. 

“Well,” she said, looking uneasy, “Santa just draws 
in his breath and somehow he gets down.” 

Many of us answer our children’s questions about 
Santa just as lamely—not realizing that such wrong 
answers can hobble a child for the rest of his life. 

I mean that seriously. A child’s imagination is a 
precious, fragile thing. Encourage it to bloom and you 
encourage the growth of a fresh, creative mind. Starve 
his imagination and the child can hardly help but 
grow up to be a plodding, insensitive thinker. 

We do far too little these days to stir our children’s 
imaginations. When I was a child, two ice-cream 
sticks—stuck together with chewing gum—were a 
wheeling, soaring airplane. Now our children get toy 
airplanes with propellers, batteries, even doors that 
slide open to reveal a waving stewardess. The need for 
imagination has been “structured out.” 

Fortunately we still have Santa Claus—a chance 
for a child to dream and wonder about Donner and 
Blitzen, about that magical workshop at the North 
Pole, about those lively elves who help Santa make 
his toys. But when a child asks us questions, too often 
we clobber his imagination with dull worldly facts: 

“Santa goes around the world so fast by getting free 
rides on jet airplanes.” 

“Santa knows whether you've been bad or good by 
telephoning your parents.” 

“Santa can make toys for everybody in just one 
year because he has modern factories.” 


A Chance to Dream 


Parents who give such answers forget this very 
important thing about children: Wiser than we in 
many ways, they know there are more things on earth 
than factories, jet planes, telephones, hours or miles. 

There is magic. 

As every child knows, you can do anything with 
magic—climb to the sky on a beanstalk, turn a beast 
into a handsome prince, perhaps go around the world 
in one night delivering gifts to all good boys and girls. 
This, then, is the answer a child should get for all his 
questions: Jolly Old St. Nick can do all those won- 
drous things simply because he is Santa Claus. 

Such an answer sets a child’s imagination soaring 
as he wonders about all the other things Santa can do. 
A whole new Santa Claus comes into his mind—an 
original Santa Claus all his own—living and laughing 
in the private world of his expanding imagination. 

In telling your child about Santa, you can help 
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How to tell 
your child about 


his fancy grow even wider by making the visit of Santa 
to your home a personal thing, not just a time for gifts 
under a tree. Here are some of the things we do: 

e After decorating the tree and hanging stockings, 
my three children put out milk and some cookies 
for Santa Claus, who is likely to be hungry after his 
trip from the Pole. The next morning, when the chil- 
dren find the glass empty and the cookies gone, their 
faces mirror the excitement inside themselves as they 
imagine Santa happily eating their food. 

© We paint the front doorstep of our house on 
Christmas Eve. I place sheets of paper in the hallway, 
explaining that Santa may get paint on his boots and 
track it through the hallway. Oddly, Santa never 
seems to learn that I paint my doorstep every Christmas 
Eve. On Christmas morning we always find paint on 
the papers—to the delight of the children who im- 
agine out loud how Santa walked down the hall, what 
he said when he saw the paint on his boots. 

e Each Christmas the children find a note pinned 
to the wrapping paper of their gifts. It reads: “Dear 


Holiday gifts are shared with two friends by Captain Kangaroo. He’s Bob Keeshan when off his CBS-TV show 


Mr. Garbage Man, Would you please take away this 
wrapping paper? I don’t have space to take it back to 
the North Pole. Thank you, Santa Claus.” 

Seeing Santa’s handwriting (it resembles my own) 
sets off speculation among the children: When did he 
write the note? Did he use our pen? And where in the 
world did he get such a bad handwriting? 

As your children get older, one day they'll tell you 
they no longer believe in Santa Claus. That recently 
happened with our oldest child, now 9. 

“You are wrong, Michael,” I told him. “There may 
or may not be a man named Santa Claus. That's not 
really important. What is important is for all of us to 
remember that Santa Claus is a symbol of love. When 
we talk about Santa Claus coming to us with gifts, 
what we really mean is that all of us should come 
toward each other—our parents, our brothers and 
sisters, our fellow men—bearing the gift of love. 

“So there is a Santa Claus and always will be—as 
long as there remains in.-the world the gift of love and 
the light of one small child’s imagination.” *

A Christmas Carol’ ts born 


by MONICA DICKENS 


“God bless us, every one!” said Tiny Tim... 


NE HUNDRED and sixteen years ago, those famous words from Charles 
Dickens’ A Christmas Carol first came to America. In a letter to his friend, 
Cornelius Felton, a professor of Greek at Harvard, Dickens wrote: 

“Now, if instantly on the receipt of this you will send a free and 
independent citizen down to the Cunard wharf at Boston, you will find 
that Captain Hewett, of the Britannia steamship, has a small parcel: 
and in that parcel you will find a Christmas Carol in prose; being a short 
story of Christmas by Charles Dickens. Over which Christmas Carol 
Charles Dickens wept and laughed and wept again, and excited him- 
self in a most extraordinary manner...” 

The Carol was an immediate success over here, as it was in England. 
It has grown to be the beloved story for Christmas time: filmed, televised, 
performed on radio and in countless theaters and schools. 

The inspiration for this warm-hearted, sentimental story came to 
Dickens in, of all places, Manchester, which is possibly the rainiest, 
most depressing town in England. In October 1843, he was lecturing 
there to-an audience of factory workers. He was charmed and touched 
. by the eager faces of the working-class people who loved and trusted him. Sane . : ities 
Something stirred and sang inside him, and he knew what he was going a :

But he also had practical reasons for writing the Carol. Charles Dickens 
was in debt. With an extravagant wife, four children and another soon

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Whaex THE Carol was finished, Dickens “broke out like a madman,” 
as he wrote to his friend at Harvard. After the weeks of concentrated 
effort, his spirits leaped to welcome the release and gaiety of the Christmas 
season. And Charles Dickens’ Christmases were always gayer and more 
festive than most. It was his favorite time of the year, and he looked 
forward to it with the naive delight of a child. 

And Christmas 1843, had extra excitement for him, since the Carol 
was coming out. The book was elaborately and expensively produced, 
with gilt edges and hand-colored plates. It was in the shops a few days 
‘ before Christmas Eve, only a month after Dickens had finished it. It was 
an instant, overwhelming success. The public adored every scene. 


“Are you the Spirit whose coming was foretold to me?” asked Scrooge. 
“"Taml” ux. 

“Who, and what are you?” Scrooge demanded. 

“I am the Ghost of Christmas Past.” 

“Long past?” inquired Scrooge . . . 

“No. Your past.” 


(dozen VICTORIA, whose rigid tastes were notoriously hard to please, 
was enchanted by the story. She sent Dickens an invitation to an inter- 
view. But since he was so caught up in his enthusiasm for the “Little Man” 
against the “Establishment,” he politely declined. 

Dickens had confidently expected to make at least 1,000 pounds from 
the Carol—a lot of money, since the pound was then worth $7—and thus 
clear up his debts. He was shattered to discover that the book had been 
priced too low (at his own insistence) and produced too expensively 
(again by his own wishes ). Terrified by the specter of unpaid bills, he hit 
out at everyone. Incongruously, the man who had moved so many hearts 
with a sermon against love of money was now working himself into a sick 
fever because the sermon did not pay, 

But in spite of the shock and djsappointment of its author, the Carol 
continued to be a popular success. When Dickens began to give readings in 
1855, the saga of Scrooge was the one for which the audience clamored. 


“God bless us every one,” said Tiny Tim, the last of all. 

He sat very close to his father’s side upon his little stool. Bob held 
his withered little hand in his, as if he loved the child, and wished 

to keep him by his side, and dreaded that he might be taken from him.

“Spirit,” said Scrooge, with an interest he had never felt before, 

“tell me if Tiny Tim will live.” 

“I see a vacant seat,” replied the Ghost, “in the poor chimney 
corner, and a crutch without an owner, carefully preserved. 

If these shadows remain unaltered by the Future, the child will die.” 
“No, no,” said Scrooge. “Oh, no, kind Spirit! say he will be spared.” 


Ay FIRST DICKENS read for charity, but the tremendous response de- 
cided him to make it a commercial venture. Sponged on by relatives both 
close and distant, he was chronically hard up, although he was England's 
most popular writer. He prepared a cut version of the Carol and other 
books, and embarked on a strenuous career of public readings. 

In 1867 he made a triumphant tour in America, giving readings mostly 
in New York and Boston. The tour was so successful that he earned 
$200,000 in four months. “And it was the Carol that everyone wanted. 


“I will live in the Past, the Present, and the Future!” 

Scrooge repeated,as he scrambled out of bed. “The Spirits of all 
Three shall strive within me. Oh Jacob Marley! Heaven, and the 
Christmas Time be praised for this! ...” 


: HIS FAREWELL READING in London, after a tour that had left him 
so ill he could barely speak, Dickens somehow stumbled feverishly 
through the Carol. With the applause he so loved thundering in his ears 
and tears of emotion rolling down his cheeks, he took leave of his adoring 
public. Shortly after, he suffered a stroke and died at the age of 57. 

The fantastic success of A Christmas Carol during Dickens’ lifetime 
has been repeated with every succeeding genération. To some modern 
readers, conditioned to terse prose and to the school of stating what is 
to the exclusion of what should be, it could seem too long, too wordy, 
too fantastic, too sentimental, too preachy. But to millions it stands alone 
and perfect, a glowing word picture that brings to enchanting life their 
dream of what Christmas should be. 


Scrooge was better than his word. He did it all, and infinitely more; 
and to Tiny Tim, who did NOT die, he was a second father 

,. . and it was always said of him, that he knew how to 

keep Christmas well, if any man alive possessed the knowledge. 

May that be truly said of us, and all of us! And so, as Tiny Tim 
observed, God Bless Us, Every One! ®

M ANY CHILD MOVIE STARS grow up into confused, 
selfish, maladjusted adults. There are two 
major reasons for this: their parents, and the spoilage 
of character induced by the motion-picture industry. 

Occasionally, however, a shining exception comes 
along. A child film star, despite the temptable, cor- 
ruptive environment of her youth, develops into a 
normal happily-married woman. She devotes her life 
to her husband, her family, her community and her- 
self, in that order. 

At 32 Shirley Temple—in private life, Mrs. Charles 
Alden Black—is such a woman.

But when you 
talk to Shirley, you find her far more eager to discuss 
her charity work—what she terms “my community 
service’ —than her career or her television show. 

She lives in Atherton, a San Francisco peninsula 
suburb, where, according to one friend, “she’s accepted 
as Mrs. Charley Black, not as a movie star or a freak 
attraction. 

“I imagine,” the friend continues, “that this means 
a good deal to her, especially when you consider that 
she spent the early part of her life living in a fish 
bow! in Hollywood.” 


A Long-time interest 


Shirley confirms this. “Practically all the women in 
my age group,” she proudly points out, “are excep- 
tionally active in community service. We plan our 
days so that we work during the mornings in various 
charitable activities. But the afternoons we save for

our Children, and the evenings belong to our husbands. 

“My interest in hospital work actually started when 
I was 14. I used to visit Army and Navy hospitals 
during the war, talking to the wounded servicemen, 
trying to cheer them up. So I'm just naturally continu- 
ing what I started to do as a girl. 

“Fortunately,” Shirley continues, “our community 
is linked very closely with Stanford University and 
Palo Alto, and the opportunities for service are excit- 
ing and satisfying. For example, I work as a volunteer 
receptionist from 8:30 to 12:30 every Monday morn- 
ing at the Children’s Health Council. That's a medical 
center for the treatment of physically, mentally and 
emotionally handicapped children. It’s staffed by some 
of the best doctors in the world who concentrate not 
only on helping the handicapped child but on helping 
the parents as well. 

“They've taught me to do some work with retarded 
children, and I can’t tell you how rewarding it’s been. 
A woman who gives service gets so much more out of 
it in pride and satisfaction than she gives in energy 
and work. I can’t understand why every woman who 
is capable of it doesn’t contribute some time to her 
local hospital. 

“Susan, my oldest girl is 13,” Shirley says, “and

I work in the 
admission and dismissal departments checking pa- 
tients in and out. And if there’s anything that makes 
you thank the Lord for your own good health, it's 
working in « hospital.” | 


A New Career 


Shirley is also Hope Chest chairman for the Mul- 
tiple Sclerosis Society, helping to raise money for 
research and the support of the various multiple 
sclerosis clinics throughout the country. 

As if her community service, acting career and 
family activities weren't enough to keep her busy, 
Shirley Black recently added a new string to her bow. 
Earlier this year she became a licensed interior 
decorator. 


“T’'ve done a few houses,” she says modestly, “just 
feeling my way, but nothing good enough for maga- 
zine publication. The one decorating job I like best 
is the one I'm doing on our own pool house. It’s com- 
ing along fine, and it keeps me jumping. 

“But I simply love to keep busy. I find that women 
who don't have spare time on their hands stay much 
healthier than women who have little or nothing to 
do. A busy life is usually a healthy one.” 


Father a Bank Teller ~ 


Much of Shirley Temple's outlook on life, much of 
her philosophy, much of her desire to serve people in 
a frank, cheerful, open-hearted way she owes to her 
parents, George and Gertrude Temple, now of Palm 
Vesert, Calif. Both resisted the ever-present tempta- 
tion to spoil her. 

When Shirley was born on April 23, 1928, the last 
and third of the Temple children, her father was work- 
ing as a bank teller in Santa Monica, Calif., and not 
making much money, either. 

Eventually, enough was scraped together to give the 
little brown-eyed, auburn-haired girl dancing lessons. 
And it was as a 4-year-old dancing pupil that Shirley 
was first signed for films by Educational Pictures 
where she made a series of one- and two-reelers. 


In 1934 her mother took her over to Fox to play 
the part of James Dunn’s daughter in a Will Rogers 
musical, Stand Up and Cheer. Shirley stole the picture 
with a song-and-dance sequence and was signed to a 
long-term screen contract. 

When this happens to most child stars they become 
cocky, demanding, obstreperous, selfish and affecta- 
tiously over-cute. Adults curry their favor, try to sat- 
isfy their every whim. 

Doggedly, Gertrude Temple refused to let any of 
this happen to Shirley. 

In all the years she worked at 20th Century-Fox, 
even in 1937 when she was 9 years old and earning 
$300,000 a year in salary plus 10 times that amount 
from such by-products as Shirley Temple dolls, Shirley 
Temple dresses, Shirley Temple toys, never once did 
the young actress step out of line. Never once was she 
impolite, rude or fractious. 


A Normal Young Woman 


Jim Denton, a publicity man at the studio in Shir- 
ley’s heyday, says: “Shirley's mother was on the studio 
payroll. She saw to it that her little girl was well- 
disciplined. Shirley always knew her lines, always was 
on time, always was alert, cooperative and responsive. 
Her mother saw to it that Shirley put in her time at 
the studio school. She was determined to have the 
child grow up into a normal young woman. And she 
succeeded. She herself taught Shirley that all people 
must be treated with kindness and respect, and that 
the unfortunate must be helped. 

“When Shirley got married to John Agar in 1945,” 
Denton recalls, “it was significant that she invited to 
her wedding many of the studio gatemen, laborers and 
grips she had known as a child. Shirley was well-raised 
in abnormal circumstances, and today that rearing 
shows.” 

Says Shirley's mother: “Parents can only show a 
child and teach by example. After that the child is on 
her own. I think that what Mr. Temple and I did for 
Shirley was to live modestly. We were never party 
people or Hollywood people. The fast life was never 
for us. 

“We tried to teach Shirley that money and material- 
ism could not buy happiness—it could buy comfort 
and luxury but not happiness. I remember one time 
we were going through Bingham, Utah, which is a 
mining city. I pointed out to Shirley how the miners 
lived, how hard they worked and yet how happy their 
children seemed without all the frills and furbelows of 
life in Hollywood. 

“Shirley was a good listener, and she absorbed 
everything anyone said. When we told her that hap- 
piness comes from giving yourself away to others, from 
living a well-balanced, moderate life, she remembered. 

“Today, that girl positively amazes me. The charities 
she works for are a large and serious part of her life. 
She loves hospital work. She can observe all kinds of 
surgery, see all kinds of affliction, and none of it 
shocks her. It just arouses her compassion. Sometimes 
I think she should've been a nurse or a doctor instead 
of an actress. She has such a winning way with pa- 
tients, the wonderful facility of soothing pain, and 
she works like a dog. 

“A few months ago her father and I took an apart- 
ment up at Palo Alto so we could see Shirley from 
time to time and visit with the grandchildren. Well, 
ll tell you this, Shirley’s daily schedule is enough to 
tire a horse. But the child just seems to thrive on it, 
especially her charity work. We're very proud of 
Shirley. But the credit for being what she is today 
belongs all to her. Very early in life she learned to 
love people and to ease their suffering.” *

FESTIVE HOLIDAY BREADS 


by BETH MERRIMAN 


Parade’s food editor 


Treasured keepsakes, these recipes. Brought to 


this country from many lands, pasted in 


tattered notebooks or written in faded ink on 


scraps of paper, they have been handed down 


from mother to daughter for generations. 
These fine foods are baked and eaten from 
Christmas Day through Twelfth Night. 


BASIC SWEET DOUGH 
2 pkg. active dry yeast 
\ cup warm water (110° to 115°) 
1% cups lukewarm milk 


7 to 7% cups sifted enriched flour 
Dissolve yeast in warm water. Stir in milk, 
sugar and salt. Add eggs, shortening and 
half the flour; mix with spoon. Add rest of 
flour; mix with hands. Turn on to lightly 
floured board. Knead until smooth and 
blistered, about 5 minutes. Round up in 
greased bowl; bring greased side up. Cover 
with damp cloth. Let rise in warm place 
(85°) until double in bulk, about 1% hours. 
Punch down; .round up; let rise again until 


almost double in bulk, about 30 minutes. 
Divide dough for desired breads. Round up 
each part. Shape as desired. Let rise in warm 
place (85°) until double in bulk, 15 to 20 
minutes. Bake according to directions for 
chosen bread. 

Stollen 


Use % of Sweet Roll Dough. Let rise twice. 
Knead in ¥%2 cup cut-up blanched almonds, 
Y% cup each cut-up citron and candied cher- 
ries, 1 cup seedless raisins and 1 tablespoon 
grated lemon peel. Roll or pat out dough into 
oval about 12” x 8”. Spread with soft butter. 
Fold in two the long way. Form into crescent. 
Press folded edge down firmly. Place on 
greased baking sheet. Brush top with butter. 
Let rise until double (35 to 45 minutes). 
Bake at 375° 30 to 35 minutes or until golden 
brown. Frost. 


Bohemian Braid 


Use % of Sweet Roll Dough. Let rise twice. 
Knead in 1 teaspoon grated lemon peel, % 
teaspoon mace, %2 cup raisins, ¥2 cup 
chopped blanched almonds. Divide dough 
into four equal parts. Shape three of the parts 
into strands each 14” long. Place about 1” 
apart on lightly greased baking sheet. Braid 
loosely, beginning at middle, working toward 
either end. Do not stretch. Seal ends by press- 
ing firmly together and tucking under. 
Divide remaining portion of dough into three 
equal parts; shape into three strands each 
12” long. Make another braid and place on 
top of the large braid, pinching ends into 
large braid. Cover; let rise until double in 
bulk, 45 to 60 minutes. Heat oven to 350°. 
Bake 30 to 40 minutes. Put icing on while 
still warm. 


FROM PARADE’S TEST KITCHEN 


STREAMLINED WHITE BREAD 


1 pkg. active dry yeast 2 tsp. salt 
2 tbsp. soft shortening 2 tbsp. sugar 
1% cups warm water 3 cups sifted 

(110° to 115°) enriched flour 
Dissolve yeast in warm water. Add shorten- 
ing, salt, sugar and half the flour. Beat 2 
minutes, medium speed on mixer or 300 
vigorous strokes by hand. Scrape sides and 
bottom of bowl frequently. Add remaining 
flour; blend with spoon until smooth. Scrape 
batter from sides of bowl. Cover with cloth; 
let rise in warm place (85°) until double 
(about 30 minutes). Stir down batter by 
beating about 25 strokes. Spread batter even- 
ly in greased loaf pan 9” x 5” x 3”. Batter will 
be sticky. Smooth out top of loaf by flouring 
hand and patting into shape. Let rise in warm 
place (85°) until batter reaches 1-inch from 
top of pan (about 40 minutes ). Bake at 375° 
45 to 50 minutes, or until brown. To test 
loaf, tap the top crust; it should sound hol- 
low. Remove from pan to rack. Brush top 
with melted butter. Do not place in draft. 


italian Holiday Bread 


Follow basic recipe except with the last half 
of flour add % cup raisins, 44 cup diced 
candied fruit, %4 cup chopped nuts, 3%4 tea- 
spoon anise, 44 teaspoon vanilla. Bake in 2 
greased 1-pound coffee cans at 375° about 
40 minutes. Frost and decorate. 


Swiss Fruited Bread 


Follow basic recipe except with the last half 
of flour add 1 teaspoon nutmeg, % teaspoon 
mace, ¥% teaspoon cloves, 4% cup raisins, 
4 cup cut-up candied cherries, 2 tablespoons 
chopped nuts, 2 tablespoons chopped citron.

It’s tough to play SANTA 


George Opp paid the whole town’s taxes-—and set off a whopping civil war 


ROCK PORT, MO. 


© MATTER what you may have heard, not all the 

world loves a cheerful giver. Here in northwest 
Missouri, the 1,380 residents of Rock Port are seri- 
ously divided on the question. 

Last month George Opp, a big-hearted innkeeper 
and farmer, paid the tax bill for the entire town— 
$19,203.29—anonymously. Then his secret slipped 
out and today only half the town considers him Santa 
Claus. The other half considers him a busybody, a 
schemer and a snob. 

“Who's George Opp to pay my taxes?” says a busi- 
nesswoman, a typical anti-Oppite. “I'll tell you. I 
happen to know he and the city have a secret deal. 
He’s going to get all this publicity, and it'll wind up 
not costing him anything.” 

“George Opp has got an angle,” says another suspi- 
ciously. “I think he’s trying to shame the city into 
building a new sidewalk in front of his hotel.” 

“I heard George Opp made his money bootlegging,” 
a third volunteers sanctimoniously. “I heard he was 
hooked up with Tom Prendergast in Kansas City in the 
old days. From what I heard he was reckless in his 
youth. I think he’s trying to make up for his past.” 

Up and down the two-bank-and-a-movie main 
street, the argument rages. 

Says one Opp defender: “I told George he should’ve 
just given the city the money and taken it as a tax 
deduction, instead of trying to do something for these 
jokers here.”

“George Opp is not a very religious person but in 
his deeds he’s a true Christian,” an elderly woman 
says. “How many others here who can actually afford 
it have done the things George Opp has done?” 

“These other rich skinflints are mad because George 
showed them up,” says a third. “None of them has 
ever given a dime for anything. Why, I actually heard 
one of them say, ‘Humph! Doesn’t sound very generous 
to me. If George Opp’s going around paying city taxes, 
why doesn’t he pay my county taxes, too?’” 


The High-paid Belihop 

To George “Dode” Opp, the man in the middle, it 
is all bewildering and painful. Paying the whole 
town’s tax bill seemed such a wonderful idea. “At my 
age [69} I don’t care what people say about me,” he 
says. “It just runs off like water off a duck’s back.” 
But it’s obvious around Opp’s watery eyes that he 
doesn't really mean it. He has been hurt badly by 
reports of cutting comments by lifelong neighbors. 

“Dode” Opp is a shy, burly, jowly man who in 
some ways is out of place in this farming town. He and 
his wife are “loners”. who—townsfolk say—“are 


mighty picky and choosy” about whom they call 
friend. Opp has a reputation as a hard-driving busi- 
nessman whom “even the devil couldn’t cheat.” Yet 
he dresses seedily and punches baggage in the 38- 
room Opp Hotel himself. 

By his own admission, Opp was iesiieliasil oneies eae 
in “a little bit” of bootlegging. He pyramided his 


earnings by operating an auto agency, an auto finance 
company and (after repeal) a beer distributorship. 
Later he bought his uncle’s hotel. He also owns 2,000 
acres of the most fertile land in Atchison County. His 
fortune is estimated at $250,000. 

All through the years the childless couple has been 
quietly doing good deeds for Rock Port. They send 
20 to 25 baskets of groceries to poor widows at Christ- 
mas, and buy suits of clothes for needy schoolboys at 
commencement. Gradually, the idea grew of one 
grand gesture to the town where he had made his 
money. Last year, Opp gave $7,000 to the town for 
street improvements. But the joy went out of it when 
backbiters noted that one street went by his hotel. 

The idea of paying taxes for the town had burned 
in Opp’s mind for seven or eight years. From time to 
time he had paid taxes secretly for needy families, 
but no one was really prepared for the current bomb- 
shell. One day last summer Opp casually cornered 
Mayor Wayne Peck and told him, “Wayne, I just 
believe this year Ill pay all the taxes—for every- 
body.” It took Peck a moment or two to recover his 
composure, but he didn’t object. “Anyways,” he says, 
“I knew that if George had made up his mind, he was 
going to do it.” . 


Bad Day for isabelle 


The two went to elaborate lengths to preserve 
Opp’s anonymity. In an atmosphere of secrecy, the two 
town banks drew up the amount in separate checks 
so the gift would be less noticeable. 

When the checks arrived, Peck kept his hand over 
the signature while the town tax collector for 30 years, 
Isabelle Grebe, endorsed them. “Isabelle,” Peck says, 
“was all shook up about it. She kept saying it wasn’t 
routine.” 

That week’s Atchison County Mail reported the 
transaction glowingly, but without. names. A towns- 
man who happened to be a newspaper reporter, how- 
ever, figured out the donor’s identity. Grilled shout it 
all one afternoon, Opp ’fessed up. 

iiss all nale’s aii diaasentend apesshiinn ot 
first. Even nationwide publicity wasn’t too bitter for 
the townsfolk. But then a new issue of the Atchison 
County Mail commended the Opps by name and asked 
in special type: “Can the rest of the people af Rock 
Port do less?” A day or two later, every taxpayer in 
town received a flyer from a hastily-organized Prog- 
ress Committee of the Rock Port Chamber of Com- 
merce. The flyer read: 

“Since your taxes have been paid for by the kind 
donation of Mr. and Mrs. George Opp, the Progress 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce has felt 
this is a fine opportunity for the people of Rock Port 
to help the city’s future. : 

“Many pecple have expressed a desire to give the 
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city the money they would have had to pay. . . This 
money will be used for the progress of our town. The 
Committee greatly urges everyone who can to help.” 

The result was an immediate explosion. Charges 
that Opp had “connived” with the Chamber of Com- 
merce were heard. Some residents claimed the whole 
thing was a dig at their loyalty to the town. Others 
said bitterly but illogically that Opp was forcing them 
to pay taxes “twice”—although the campaign was 
voluntary and they hadn't even paid taxes once. 

A few taxpayers insisted that Opp had somehow 
debased their self-respect. Twenty went to Isabelle 
Grebe and demanded the right to pay their own taxes. 
Others contended self-righteously that “Ive done 
plenty for people in this town myself, but you don’t 
see me going around shouting about it.” 

Still another school of thought belittled Opp’s 
charity as being too small to be effective, or as being 
misplaced. If he wanted to be a philanthropist, why 


didn’t he restore the War Memorial? Why didn’t he 
donate a muncipal parking lot? Why didn’t he build 
a library or a golf coursé? 

For that matter, the whys of the whole affair con- 
fuse even Opp. “Darned if I really know why I did 
it,” he says. “Just something inside me made me want 
to.” Banker George Beasing and others point out that 
a straight donation would have been more benefit to 
Opp personally. He then could have deducted it from 
his income tax. When the Progress Committee hatched 
its bright idea, that townsfolk should pay taxes ‘any- 
way, Opp washed his hands of it. “I don't want 
nothing to do with it,” he told the group. “I don’t 
approve or disapprove.” 


Where to Draw the Line 


“I won't be on earth too much longer,” Opp says. 
“What am I going to do with all my money? I thought 
I might as well help the town rather than have Uncle 


Sam take a lot of it or have distant relatives squabble 
over it. And once I decided to pay one person's taxes, 
I had to pay them all. I didn’t want to leave out some- 
one deserving.” 

“I could spit in the eye of the one who said George 
wanted publicity,” snaps an old friend. “Why, there's 
some people who'd think evil of Jesus Christ if He was 
here today and doing good deeds.” And the city at- 
torney, Henry Copeland, says of Opp’s charity: “It 
must be the way other countries feel about foreign aid.” 

All the gossip and calumny hasn’t taught the Santa 
Claus of Rock Port a lesson, however. Opp admits he 
has further benefactions in mind. The only one he will 
reveal is a permanent camp for the local Boy Scouts. 

“T still feel like I did something nice for the town,” 
he says, shaking his head in what he calls his stub- 
born Dutch way. And he adds: “It’s not because I’m 
a big guy or anything. I just wanted to do something 
for my friends.” ) .

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Jack Benny Made His Millions

| ie WEEK BEFORE Christmas is the right 
time of year for a visit with Jack Benny. 
He is a kind man, and a gentle man, no 
matter whether you spell this as one word 
or two. 


He has had success beyond most men's 
dreams; he has had troubles, as do wt men. 
From his vantage point at the + en 
ladder, he has had a good look at the 
panorama of human weaknesses and human 
glory in the wordly battle, yet he has not 
lost his instinctive generosity of spirit and 
good will. 


Jack Benny, who has made millions of 
dollers on his reputation as a penny- 
pinching skinflint, will actually not even 
discuss the subject of money, with either 
sponsors or netw 


As a matter of fact, he is almost the 
only one of the top echelon CBS television 
stars who, in the final stages of contract 
negotiations, does not sit down with the 
lawyers and accountants and agents, and 
participate, at least in some degree, in the 
final bickerings. 


“| WILL NOT get into the money busi- 
ness, said Benny. “| never have and | 
never will. In the first place, I'd louse it 
up. I'm a terrible businessman. | have 
enough trouble with the jokes, without get- 
ting into the other side.” 


However, there are stars who seem to 
enjoy the battle of the dollar. lt is 
rumored, for instance, that Jackie Gleason 
is an artist in this aspect of his business. 
And a prominent newscaster once said 
to me: 


"| don't want an agent to negotiate for 
me. There's nothing | like better than sit- 
ting down with those guys and getting an 
extra buck out of them.” 
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Jack Benny dislikes the very mention of 
negotiations. 

“| hate business,” he said. "! don't under- 
stand it. If you don't swim, you stay out of 
the water.” 


THE COMEDIAN was in his suite at the 
Sherry Netherlands here. It was close to 
noon and he was about to walk to the 
Lambs Club for lunch. But he seemed in no 
hurry. Although he is always in constant 
motion, he never appears frantic or breath- 
less or pushed for time. In action, as in 
speech, his timing is slow and easy. 


Perhaps this perspective, this sense of 
balance and timing, is somewhat responsible 
for the security that contributes to Benny's 
generosity of spirit. A frig man is 
wary and suspicious. He dare not help a 
possib!e competitor. 

Jack Benny eo engin hs out loud and 
in public at oth ians. He praises 
them in print, el helps them in many 
practical ways. Over and _again, he has 
said he thinks Joey , ee is the brightest 
of the newcomers and Bishop, in turn, says 
nobody has helped him more in his career 
than Benny. 


Benny is also a fan of Bob Newhart and 
of Nichols and May. 


"If you can use the word ‘genius’ to 
apply to a performer, | think Nichols and 
May are geniuses,” he said. "I've been to 
the theater three times since I've been in 
New York, twice to see Nichols and May. 
What a future they have.”
